Helena, Montana Senate Chambers 
January 2, 1989 State Capitol 


At 12 o’clock noon the Senate of the Fifty-first Legislature of the state 
of Montana was called to order with Senator Paul Boylan presiding.

This bill requires a statement of intent because [subsection (8) of section 
1] authorizes the department of highways to adopt administrative rules to 
implement the act. The act is intended to provide a special permit fee for 
the vehicles and equipment of custom combiners operating in the state, in 
lieu of the usual vehicle license fees and gross vehicle weight, overwidth, 
overlength, and overheight fees otherwise required. The custom combiner 
has the option of paying the regular fees. 

The act also permits the use of the custom combiner’s truck or trailer 
to haul grain, but only from the field to the point of first unloading, within 
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certain limitations. This authority is given so that the combiner may assist 
the producer in getting the harvested grain out of the field and is not 
intended to allow transportation of the grain in commerce.

ELEVENTH LEGISLATIVE DAY 


Helena, Montana Senate Chambers 
January 13, 1989 State Capitol 


Senate convened at 11:20 a.m., Mr. President in the chair. Invocation by 
Chaplain Tom Banks. Pledge of allegiance to the flag. 


Roll call. All members present. Quorum present. 


Mr. President: We, your Committee on Bills and Journal, having exam- 
ined the daily journal for the 10th legislative day, find the same to be cor- 
rect.

MOTIONS 


Senator Gage moved that the president appoint a committee of three to 
notify the House of Representatives that the Senate was ready to meet in 
joint session to receive the Governor’s State of the State message. Motion 
carried. 


The president appointed Senators Severson, Noble, and Lynch and 
excused them from the chamber. 


Senator Gage moved that the Senate stand in recess subject to the call 
of the chair. Motion carried. 


Senate recessed at 11:23 a.m. 
Senate reconvened at 11:45 a.m., Mr. President in the chair. 


Senator Gage moved that, although the committee had not returned from 
the House, the Senate recess and proceed to the House chamber for the 
State of the State Message and the Senate reconvene upon adjournment of 
the joint session. Motion carried. 


Senate recessed at 11:47 a.m. 
SPECIAL ORDERS OF THE DAY 


Sergeant at Arms Carlson escorted the elected state officials, members of 
the Supreme Court and guests into the House chamber. 


A committee from the Senate composed of Senators Severson, Noble, 
and Lynch was admitted and reported to the House that the Senate was 
ready to meet in joint session to hear the message of the Governor. 


Sergeant at Arms Carlson escorted members of the Senate into the 
House chamber. 


Speaker Vincent introduced President Galt and yielded the chair to him. 


Senator Gage moved the body resolve itself into a joint session for the 
purpose of receiving the State of the State Message from the Honorable 
Stan Stephens, Governor of the state of Montana. Motion carried. 


Senator Gage moved the president be authorized to appoint a committee 
of four to notify the Governor that the House and Senate were now in joint 
session and ready to receive him. Motion carried. 


President Galt appointed Senators Farrell and Boylan and Representa- 
tives Marks and Bardanouve and discharged them to escort the Governor 
to the House rostrum. 
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Captain Field and members of the Montana National Guard posted the 
colors. 


Lieutenant Governor Allen Kolstad and Mrs. Stan Stephens were 
escorted to the well of the chamber by the Sergeant at Arms. 


Governor Stephens was escorted to the rostrum by the escort committee. 


Reverend Tom Banks gave the invocation, followed by the pledge of alle- 
giance to the flag. 


After being presented to the members of the joint session by President 
Galt, Governor Stephens delivered the following address: 


STATE OF THE STATE MESSAGE 
PRESENTED TO THE 
FIFTY-FIRST LEGISLATURE 
AND TO THE PEOPLE OF MONTANA 


BY 
GOVERNOR STAN STEPHENS 
Friday, January 13, 1989, at 12 noon 


Mr. President, Mr. Speaker, members of Montana’s Centennial Legis- 
lative Session, elected state officials, fellow Montanans. 


It is with a great sense of duty and responsibility that I come before you 
today. My term as Governor begins as Montana enters its second century. 
The legislative experience I have shared with many of you over the last 20 
years has taught me that what we do here matters greatly to Montanans 
of the present and future. Your actions over the next 79 days and our 
administrative leadership over the next 4 years will shape the popular atti- 
tude and influence the environment for Montanans as we progress into our 
second 100 years. It is a heavy responsibility and we are sworn to carry it 
for the best interests of all. 


One hundred years ago this Sunday, Montana’s first Governor, Joseph K. 
Toole, stood before the U.S. House of Representatives in Washington pro- 
moting Montana’s bid for statehood. As a Congressional delegate, Toole 
summoned the federal government to put aside the restraints of Territorial 
rule and allow Montana to assume ‘a more important place in the future” 
as a state. Toole demanded CHANGE. 


Like Joseph Toole 100 years ago, I and the people of Montana stand 
before you today petitioning for CHANGE. 


We begin with a candid recognition of the illogical appearance of Mon- 
tana in the global marketplace. 


We enter the international economy with enviable assets and great 
potential. Our abundance of natural resources is well known. Our heritage 
is built from commerce and agriculture, minerals, timber and tourism. Our 
schools have produced an educated work force. And Montanans are 
respected for their productivity and work ethic. 


Yet, despite these positive appearances, national indices show Montana 
is perceived as a poor place to do business. Our heavy reliance on property 
taxes, our deficit-ridden workers’ compensation system, bureaucratic rules 
and regulations that impede and delay development have produced an atti- 
tude about Montana that is negative. 


As we begin our Centennial year, let us retire the concepts and attitudes 


of the past and move forward confidently and cooperatively on winds of 
CHANGE. 
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Where do we begin? 


We start by reducing personal property taxes. We do not advocate the 
total elimination of these taxes. There is no justification for that. But we 
do promote a phased-in reduction of the tax burden on essential business, 
industrial and agricultural equipment that serve Montanans as they com- 
pete in the marketplace. 


The current personal property tax rates range from 8 to 16 percent. That 
is too high. We must bring them down to levels that are competitive with 
surrounding states. 


We will work with the Legislature on this issue, but our proposal at this 
time is to, over a 4- or 5-year period, gradually bring personal property 
taxes down to near 4 percent. This reduction must be accompanied by a 
plan to replace the lost revenue of local governments and schools. 


Turning to workers’ compensation let us acknowledge the major progress 
achieved by the 1987 Legislative Session for which little recognition has 
been paid. Much was accomplished in the last session . . . completion of 
major reform remains to be done. 


There is no more important responsibility facing Montana today than 
the resolution of what has become known as the “work comp” dilemma. It 
is a plague on the economic health of our state. If we are to economically 
develop, create new jobs, and be respected as a qualified competitor in the 
international marketplace, we must complete further workers’ compensation 
reform. Our success will be a prime test of our ability to work together for 
the good of Montana . . . government, business, labor and the general 
public. 


I will ask the legislature to join me in accomplishing the following: 


Separate the obligation of the unfunded liability from the ongoing pro- 
gram. This will permit the reduction of premium rates to levels competitive 
with other states. 


Retire the unfunded liability of $157 million (and growing) over a period 
of 4 years by asking for the financial support of both employers and 
employees. 


A contribution from both employers and employees at the three-tenths 
of a percent rate now assessed against employers only and DEDICATED 
EXCLUSIVELY toward retirement of the unfunded liability would retire 
that obligation in 4 years. At the end of that period the assessment would 
be terminated. 


By working together and jointly accepting responsibility for rescuing an 
insurance fund essential to every Montana working man, woman and busi- 
ness, an employee would provide an average of four dollars per month in 
addition to what employers are already assessed by the payroll tax. 


With this dedicated source of funding, we would then be in a position to 
transfer the obligation for the unfunded Hability to the private sector 
through competitive bid. 


We further recommend that the operation of the ongoing insurance pro- 
gram be administered by an appointed board of directors and an adminis- 
trator qualified by training and experience in the insurance profession. 
Such a plan would protect benefits due injured workers. It would guarantee 
the integrity and solvency of the workers’ compensation system assuring 
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Montana’s working men and women continued protection through a finan- 
cially sound program. It would provide more affordable and competitive 
rates for employers which is essential to retention of jobs within the state 
and serves also as a positive signal to prospective employers considering 
doing business in Montana. 


Additionally, we urge continued emphasis of mediation in lieu of litiga- 
tion, where possible, in the settlement of claims. The role of the Workers’ 
Compensation Court should be reviewed and perhaps modified but our zeal 
to improve the system must be tempered with the knowledge that we can- 
not foreclose access to judicial review. 


We must not shirk from our responsibilities to address continuing reform 
of our workers’ compensation system. It calls for breaking new ground, 
political discipline and, above all, cooperation. It is a MONTANA PROB- 
LEM which threatens our future. Failure to act forthrightly in this session 
is a default on the faith placed in us last November by the people of Mon- 
tana. 


As for me, I offer to contribute 5 percent of my annual salary to the 
unfunded liability until the debt is retired. 


We also need reform in the state’s business permitting and licensing pro- 
cess. The current system has been lethargic for too long. The orderly devel- 
opment of our natural resources is being delayed by onerous rules and 
regulations that purport to be necessary protections of our environment 
and our people, but they are not. We will use our administrative rule 
making process to streamline these necessary state functions. We will insist 
that industry respect our quality environment but we will not impose 
unnecessary delays on their activities. 


And we will demand a spirit of service from state agencies in their deal- 
ings with the public. Over recent years the Department of Revenue, for 
one, has come under considerable fire from Montanans complaining of 
harrassment and inequitable treatment. We have chosen one of Montana’s 
finest, Ken Nordtvedt, to direct this agency toward more tax equity and 
better treatment of taxpayers which are the backbone of our state. 


Ken will be implementing a systematic review of the Department’s rule 
making process to insure that the directives for tax assessment are consist- 
ent with legislative intent. There have been too many cases where the rules 
have wandered from the path set by lawmakers. This review will correct 
the deviation. 


In the future, we will be proposing fundamental changes in our business 
and individual income tax systems . . . changes that promote a more posi- 
tive treatment of human enterprise and initiative in Montana. 


Additionally, we will introduce legislation that will slash unemployment 
insurance taxes by as much as 20 percent. 


We feel these changes will provide the necessary harmony between our 
positive qualities and the perception those wanting to participate in the 
orderly development of our resources have of us. 


Because the improvement of our economy will require the focused 
energies of all parties involved, I feel we are obligated to put a historically 
contentious issue to the side right now. Montana’s labor and industry must 
work together in a spirit of mutual respect and cooperation. Now is not the 
time to rekindle the consuming fires ignited by such issues as “right to 
work” legislation. I urge those who would promote or fight such changes in 
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Montana to forego the debate at this time. We can and must work together 
to bring improvement to Montana’s economy. I feel it is imperative that 
our energies are focused on other more important issues. 


The foremost example of a consuming issue before us is the judicial 
demand that we create a new funding system for our public schools. 


Elementary and secondary public education has been the pride of this 
state’s commitment to our children. The strength of our schools rests with 
local communities, dedicated school boards and teachers who make the sys- 
tem work. 


The constitutional question of how we are to fund K-12 education is now 
before the Supreme Court. In our search for a solution to school funding 
the requirement for “equalization” will prove to be a difficult and frustrat- 
ing task. It is especially difficult when a significant segment of our econ- 
omy suffers the plight of uncertainty, economic stagnation, loss of good 
paying jobs, depressed agriculture, and natural resource industries, and 
where the survival of small towns is threatened. PROPERTY DOES NOT 
PAY TAXES. PEOPLE PAY TAXES. When people are unable to find 
work they cannot pay taxes. 


The time has come when we must cap the amount of money school dis- 
tricts spend to provide a basic education. This will help us address the 
equity issue contained in the District Court decision while providing basic 
protection for the taxpaying public. 


In an effort to uncomplicate an arcane system of funding, one of our 
legislative proposals will present a plan to equalize the funding of retire- 
ment benefits of school employees by integrating them into the foundation 
program. 


This legislative proposal includes the elimination of county-wide property 
taxes for school district retirement benefits and the incorporation of those 
costs into the general fund budgets of the state’s school districts. To 
replace this lost revenue, we propose a statewide 20 mill property tax levy 
be enacted with its revenues dedicated to the Foundation Program. Addi- 
tionally, the profits of the state’s lottery would go to the state school fund 
for equalized redistribution. 


This equalization effort increases the Foundation Program schedules by 
about $340 per student to pay for the district’s teacher retirement benefits. 


Our proposal is made revenue neutral, with respect to natural resource 
industries, by adjusting severance taxes for the additional retirement levies 
assessed on those properties. We propose adjusting those levies downward 
between three-tenths and six-tenths of a percent. 


For Montana’s homeowners and other school district taxpayers the 
impact will vary. There will be give and take, as the term “equalization” 
implies. But we believe this is a responsible step that improves the public 
school funding system and allows local control to be maintained. 


Of course, the court will speak on the letter of the law. We do not know 
when that will be but we will heed their message when it comes. Our inten- 
tion is not to lead the court by this action, our intention is to continue the 
strong tradition of public school funding and quality education which this 
state has always valued. 


And a word to school trustees and local communities. This Governor will 
oppose legislation that erodes local control of your schools . . . and I will 
VETO any attempt at mandatory consolidation. 
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Concerning higher education, we have said many times that a first rate 
university system is essential. The current budget for higher education 
must be increased to meet that goal. We need to successfully compete with 
peer institutions in the area of faculty salaries and we cannot ignore the 
essential needs of libraries and crucial support services. 


At the same time we will insist that university research demonstrate its 
applicability to the needs of Montana and that graduates leave the cam- 
puses equipped with a quality education that meets a changing and ever 
more competitive environment. 


To paraphrase Churchill, “If we are to give you the tools, we expect you 
to do the job.” 


We have not had a comprehensive state water policy in Montana but we 
are in great need-of one. I believe Montanans realize this is vital to our 
future. Our administration has given such a plan top priority status. Its 
importance to agriculture, tourism, sportsmen and conservation interests, 
industry and virtually all Montanans cannot be overstated. 


Governor Schwinden’s Water Policy Advisory Council developed a good 
starting point for discussion. We agree with many of their recommenda- 
tions including development of more off-stream storage in the state. But 
the current proposal is incomplete. It fails to involve the state’s water court 
and federal agencies. This must be done if we are to have a comprehensive 
plan to protect this most precious resource. 


Privatization of government services was an issue in our campaign. Over 
our first 12 days in office, we have been presented with a number of worthy 
suggestions on where the private sector could become involved to improve 
government services while reducing the size of our public agencies and 
institutions. We will be asking for legislative authority to pursue pilot pro- 
grams advancing this concept where it is deemed appropriate. We will enjoy 
your support. 


There is not sufficient time to elaborate on the many specific matters 
that require our attention. Permit me, therefore, a brief statement on these 
important issues. 


Public Employee Compensation—Our public employees, including this 
governor, must be continually reminded that the reason there is employ- 
ment in the public sector is because of the men and women who keep the 
private sector economy alive and productive. There are no guarantees for 
the women and men in the white and blue collar jobs and professions in 
our industry, commerce and agriculture. All employees are dependent on a 
healthy and prosperous economy for their job security. 


We must also recognize the services performed and the contribution that 
is made to our economy by public employees. During the past 2 years our 
state workers have performed admirably and patiently under a pay freeze. 
This freeze on state employees salaries must be lifted. The increase will be 
‘modest in these pressing times, but our state employees and the dedicated 
work they perform needs to be recognized in the budget process. 


International Trade—The changes we make that will reflect favorably on 
Montana as a good place to do business will open up increased opportuni- 
ties for international trade. We need to build upon the resources and rela- 
tionships established in the Pacific Rim and develop the opportunities 
opened by the ratification of the U.S.-Canada Free Trade Agreement. On 
this latter point, we intend to enthusiastically encourage increased com- 
merce and exchange between Montana and our three bordering Canadian 
provinces. 
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Judicial Compensation—To our chagrin, Montana pays the lowest sal- 
aries in the nation to our elected judges. To retain, and also attract, capa- 
ble men and women to the bench we can do no less than offer reasonable 
compensation for the responsibilities required. I trust this session will be 
able to demonstrate progress in this important area. 


Liability Insurance—Liability tort reform must be on the legislative 
agenda. While I speak, small businesses are being forced into failure or 
bankruptcy because they cannot afford insurance. Advocates of a fail-safe 
society show no concern for who pays the bill. People take a fall on the 
ski slopes and sue the resorts . . . bar customers abuse alcohol and sue the 
tavern . . . our doctors are forced to pay enormous insurance premiums 
because of the misdeeds of a few. The result is that goods and services we 
need for our livelihood, and sometimes our survival, become prohibitively 
expensive or dry up entirely. One out of eight obstetricians is already out 
of business. What are expectant mothers to do? Nearby obstetrical care is 
no longer available to many. In Montana a rural health care crisis is upon 
us. We must,address these situations. 


Tourism—We need to continue to place strong emphasis on this major 
industry. Revenues from the bed tax enacted in the last session should con- 
tinue to be used in promotion of our tourist industry. 


The Environment—Montana’s quality environment will continue to be 
protected. Economic development with due regard for our environment can 
be accomplished and will be achieved. 


Native Americans—As part of this traditional gathering of Montanans 
and their governmental triad, we have included the elected representatives 
of the state’s eight Native American Tribes. The chairmen of the 
Assiniboine-Sioux, Blackfeet, Chippewa-Cree, Crow, Gros Ventre- 
Assiniboine, Little Shell, Northern Cheyenne, and Salish-Kootenai tribes 
were invited here today. 


Our invitation was an expression of the unity and cooperation we desire 
with the Indian Nation of Montana. The economic and cultural role these 
people have in our state has not always been recognized. We are dedicated 
to work with the tribes toward a common good. 


The Arts—As we deal with these matters of state, we cannot forget the 
importance of our artists and cultural institutions. We are celebrating our 
heritage in this Centennial year and I believe it is true that the most mean- 
ingful activities we employ will revolve around music, the arts, and histori- 
cal displays representing the first 100 years in Montana. We must continue 
to enhance support for our artists, our museums and our historians to 
assure inspiration for the future and preservation of our heritage over the 
next century. 


In moving forward let us be mindful that even with austere times the 
appetite for spending by all levels of government has not abated. You will 
encounter pressure to increase spending and raise taxes. Plausible argu- 
ments will be made. The clamoring voices will come from special interests, 
the general public, the oracles of the press, the bureaucracy, 
constituents . . . even your colleagues with whom you toil in the legislative 
chambers. 


We are about to be tested. 


The inclination to “Just Say No” to every question that will arise is 
clearly not practical nor intelligent. If we are to perform responsibly, prop- 
erly fund needed and necessary services and balance the state budget as we 
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are required to do, we must be prepared to demonstrate bi-partisan cooper- 
ation and proceed soberly and decisively. 


I believe this legislature can perform in a statesmanlike manner. I pray 
that I can also. 


The session will draw upon your courage and common sense. You will 
experience every emotion from exhaustion to exhilaration. 


In the end, triumph over what appears to be impossible is achieved by 
doing what we know is right. 


It is as C. S. Lewis wrote about moral law. “It is hard as nails. It tells 
you to do the straight thing and it does not seem to care how painful, or 
dangerous, or difficult it is to do.” 


I wish you good luck in your endeavors. Thank you. 


Reverend Banks gave the benediction, and Governor and Mrs. Stephens 
were escorted from the chamber by the escort committee. Sergeants at 
Arms Carlson and Moritz escorted the distinguished guests from the cham- 
ber. 


Senator Gage moved the 51st Legislature in joint session this day author- 
ize the publication of 500 copies of Governor Stephens’ State of the State 
Message. Motion carried. 


He then moved that the joint session of the 51st Legislature be 
adjourned. Motion carried. Members of the Senate retired from the House 
chamber.

Court of the state of Montana who gave the following address: 


STATE OF THE JUDICIARY ADDRESS 
BY HONORABLE J. A. TURNAGE 
CHIEF JUSTICE, MONTANA SUPREME COURT 


A Report to the Joint Session 
of the Fifty-First Legislature 


February 1, 1989 


Thank you, Speaker Vincent, President Galt, leaders of the Democratic and 
Republican parties of the House and Senate, members and staff of the 51st 
Legislature, distinguished guests, ladies and gentlemen. 


Woodrow Wilson observed at the beginning of this century that “So far as 
the individual is concerned, a constitutional government is as good as its 
courts. No better, no worse.” 
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As we turn our attention this year to a Montana centennial celebration, it 
is appropriate that we reflect on the health of our Montana judicial system. 
I think we can say with pride that the last hundred years have seen much 
progress in the development of our court system. Montana’s constitutional 
government is healthy today because of our court system. 


The opening of this 51st legislative session provides us all with an oppor- 
tunity for celebration and introspection about where we have been and the 
challenges of the future. We take pride in our accomplishments this past 
biennium and look forward to continued achievements in the two years 
ahead for which you will set the course and direction during your present 
deliberations. 


As you know, there is a case before the court of great importance to the 
legislature and the entire state of Montana, “HELENA ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOL DISTRICT 1, THE MONTANA EDUCATION ASSOCIATION, 
AND OTHERS, AGAINST THE STATE OF MONTANA AND 
OTHERS”, which has been referred to as the “school funding case” and is 
an appeal from the decision of District Judge Henry Loble. 


On January 13, 1989, the court heard oral arguments on this case, and this 
morning the court has issued its unanimous opinion, authored by Justice 
Fred J. Weber. 


The court has affirmed the holding of unconstitutionality of Montana’s sys- 
tem of funding the public schools, but on a much narrower ground than 
that used by the district court. The finding of unconstitutionality is based 
upon Article X of the Montana Constitution. The court has concluded that, 
as a result of the failure to adequately fund the foundation program forcing 
an excessive reliance on permissive and voted levies, the state has failed to 
provide a system of quality education granting to each student the equality 
of educational opportunity guaranteed by Article X, Section 1, of the con- 
stitution. 


We know that the legislature will make a careful reading of the opinion, 
and we know that the legislature will proceed to address this problem. 


This year’s State of the Judiciary Address will probably be shorter than 
that given any time since the beginning of such addresses. This is possible 
because for the first time the State of the Judiciary is accompanied by an 
annual report on the judiciary that outlines our judicial system and 
highlights important statistical information. 


The 1988 annual report on the judiciary is the first of an annual series 
aimed at telling the story of the Montana judiciary, reporting activities and 
needs to the legislature, and informing Montanans about their court sys- 
tem. The 1988 annual report is a modest beginning — I commend it to you 
for your review. 


This year I would like to concentrate in the few minutes available on some 
of the judiciary’s accomplishments and concerns. 


In the last two years, the Supreme Court has witnessed a continuing high 
level of appeals. While there was a slight drop in filings in calendar year 
1987 (571 filings), the calendar year 1988 filings are the second highest in 
the court’s history (628 filings). This long-term upward trend in filings is 
consistent with projections that were made two years ago by the National 
Center for State Courts when the court presented its case for retaining the 
seven member court. 
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Preliminary information on 1988 district court filings indicates that the 
case load in 1988 is about even with the filings for 1987. Total criminal 
case filings were up significantly, however, over 1987. 


An important accomplishment this year in courts of limited jurisdiction 
was the training program. In 1988, nearly 6000 hours of individual training 
were provided to limited jurisdiction court judges. This training is a vital 
aspect of keeping our judges up to date on judicial issues. 


The various boards and commissions which assist the Supreme Court in 
accomplishing its administrative duties have experienced an increasing 
caseload and workload over the past few years. For example, applications 
to the Sentence Review Division have increased 57 percent since 1985 and 
cases filed with the Commission on Practice have increased 31 percent in 
the same time period. The boards and commissions have generally been 
able to handle these increased work loads without undue delay — but not 
without some stress. The dedication of board and commission members — 
the great majority of whom are private individuals serving without compen- 
sation — to accomplish their difficult tasks should not go unrecognized by 
either the court or the legislature. They deserve our gratitude and thanks. 


I want to specifically acknowledge the invaluable help and assistance of the 
State Bar of Montana. Its officers and members have unselfishly provided 
to the court and the people of this state many services that were rendered 
without charge. Without this assistance, the effective administration of jus- 
tice would be made much more difficult. 


I would now like to turn briefly to specific concerns that you have been 
asked to address during this legislative session. 


First, the issue of judicial salary increases. Editorial writers across the state 
in recent months have been nearly unanimous in urging higher salaries for 
Montana judges. The Kalispell Daily Inter Lake summarized the urgent 
need to raise judicial salaries by first noting that Montana judicial salaries 
were “dead last” when compared to all other states and U.S. territories. 
The editorial went on to say: 


Someone has to be last, of course, and if only our pride were at stake, 
we could stand it. 


Unfortunately, there is more at stake. 


Montana judges are guardians of our state constitution, our whole 
fabric. of law. One hundred and fifty legislators pass laws for the gover- 
nor to sign, but it is the judges who interpret those laws who must 
decide how they apply to individual citizens. It is the judges who have 
the power to rule on disputes, to decide the custody of a couple’s chil- 
dren, to confiscate property, to deny a man freedom or take his life. 


Montana has the distinction of having the nation’s lowest paid judges. 
What most of us would want sitting in judgment in a critical situation 
is not the cheapest, but the best. 


The judicial salary issue is one that is critical to the judicial system. In that 
system, the judge is the key ingredient to the fair and impartial administra- 
tion of justice. Judges are entrusted with enormous discretion and an equal 
amount of responsibility. For the system to work and work without unnec- 
essary delay, we must recruit and retain the best and brightest lawyers to 
the bench. 
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I would like to join the governor in his recent call to the legislature to 
“demonstrate progress in this important area.” I would also like to com- 
mend the Senate Judiciary Committee for its efforts to recommend a com- 
mittee bill on judicial salaries. The concept of a committee bill reminds us 
all that this important issue should not be partisan or the problem of a sin- 
gle sponsor — but rather that it is a significant problem that threatens to 
erode the strength of a vitally important branch of government. 


In a related issue, you will be asked to give approval to a bill this session 
dealing with judicial retirement. The bill provides a modest incentive to 
encourage experienced judges to remain on the bench after 15 years of ser- 
vice. It is a small investment in retaining the talent of veteran judges. 


I urge the legislature to seriously address the issues of increased judicial 
compensation and retirement as quickly as possible. 


Finally, I would like to mention the important work that has been done 
this past year by the Supreme Court’s Commission on Technology. The 
Commission has spent the last year studying the ways in which computers 
might help the judiciary meet the goals of modernizing judicial administra- 
tion and improving the judiciary’s ability to manage its administrative 
affairs. 


The Commission found that the judiciary is woefully behind other govern- 
mental agencies in the acquisition and use of modern tools. Some courts 
still use carbon paper and many have to fight just to have the copy 
machine that most governmental offices take for granted. 


Someone recently remarked in a national publication that the only reason 
the judiciary isn’t still using quill pens is that there aren’t enough people 
still raising geese! While there may be an element of truth to this quote in 
other states, I would quickly add that I know of no one in the Montana 
judiciary who is using antiquated equipment and methods because they 
think it is a good idea. Judicial officers throughout the state, when shown 
the potential of modern tools, have been eager to use them. 


The Commission on Technology has recommended, and I believe we should 
all support, developing a long-range plan for enhanced use of computers in 
our court system. We should plan now for setting standards and developing 
a uniform system to assure that as we begin the next 100 years of state- 
hood, the judiciary is not left behind with inadequate and outdated tools 
for administering our judicial system. 


You have a bill before you sponsored as a committee bill by the House 
Judiciary Committee that will allow the judiciary to take some modest 
steps toward the goal of court automation. I urge you to give the bill 
serious attention. 


Finally, on behalf of the judiciary, I would like to thank the legislative 
leadership on both sides of the aisle and the members of the legislature for 
their support and willingness to listen to our accomplishments and con- 
cerns. 


As each of you understand, there has been a developing trend in recent 
years in our society that focuses an ever brighter light on the responsibility 
of our courts. Nearly without exception, every significant social, economic, 
and political issue finds its way into our courtrooms for redress and resolu- 
tion. Your continued commitment to maintaining a healthy court system is 
both necessary and greatly appreciated by the citizens of this great state. 


You have a tough legislative session ahead of you. We wish you well in 
setting the state’s course for the next two years!

(2) Unless one-half of such taxes are paid on or before 5 p.m. on 
November 30 of each year or within 30 days after the tax notice is

STATEMENT OF INTENT 
SB 132 


A statement of intent is not required for this bill but is included to make 
clear that the purpose of this bill is to clarify the provisions of Senate Bill 
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No. 162 (Chapter 587, Laws of 1987), relating to partial payments of delin- 
quent property taxes and to the procedures governing the sale of property 
for delinquent taxes. 

In addition, this bill defines the term “costs”, clarifies how redemption 
proceeds are distributed, requires a person who redeems property to pay 
the taxes and other charges that have been assessed since the date of the 
sale of the tax lien, and clarifies the effect of the tax deed. 

In 1987, the legislature enacted 15-16-102(5) authorizing the partial pay- 
ment of delinquent property taxes. The attorney general in 42 Attorney 
General Opinion opined, however, that a partial payment made pursuant to 
15-16-102(5) does not toll the redemption period. In order to redeem the 
property, the attorney general stated that the taxpayer had to pay all of the 
delinquent taxes, including penalty and interest, plus all subsequently 
assessed taxes. 

The intent of this bill is to reverse the attorney general’s opinion. It is 
the intent of the legislature that each tax year for which property taxes are 
delinquent has a separate 36- or 18-month redemption period. If a partial 
payment is made for a particular tax year, a tax deed may not be issued 
based on that tax year because the taxes for that year have been paid. 

For example, assume that the 1984, 1985, 1986, 1987, and 1988 property 
taxes are delinquent. Assume further that a 36-month redemption period 
applies to the property on which the taxes have not been paid. In February 
1989, the current year, as that term is used in 15-16-102(5), is the 1988 tax 
year for which taxes are due on November 20, 1988, and May 31, 1989. The 
36-month redemption period has expired for 1984, and it will expire for the 
1985 taxes in the summer of 1989. This bill contemplates that a taxpayer 
may pay his 1988 taxes, even though the first half is delinquent. After the 
1988 taxes are paid, the taxpayer may redeem the property for the 1984 tax 
year by paying the 1984 taxes. 

The taxpayer may still lose his property unless he pays his 1985 taxes 
before the tax deed is issued. Because the current year and the most delin- 
quent year are paid, the taxpayer may redeem the property for the 1985 tax 
year by paying the 1985 taxes. 

In 1990, the taxpayer would have to pay the 1989 taxes before he could 
pay the 1986 taxes to redeem the property for the 1986 tax year. Following 
this pattern, the taxpayer would be current on all taxes after 3 years. 

As used in this statement of intent, taxes include penalty, interest, and 
costs.

THIRTY-SEVENTH LEGISLATIVE DAY 


Helena, Montana Senate Chambers 
February 13, 1989 State Capitol

SPECIAL ORDERS OF THE DAY 


Senator Gage moved that the president be authorized to appoint a com- 
mittee of two to escort Montana’s western district congressman to the 
rostrum. The president appointed Senators Noble and Pipinich and dis- 
missed them from the chamber. 


Senator Noble and Pipinich escorted the Honorable Congressman Pat 
Williams to the rostrum where he addressed the Senate as follows: 


As you know, I too served in this chamber. That was twenty years ago. 


Events not of my making necessitate that I inform you, with some 
sadness, that this will likely be the last time that I will speak to you in this 
chamber as your Congressman. 


I feel obligated to tell you this because I am informed by the Deer Lodge 
County Delegation that the next time I address you we will not be here, 
but rather in the new Capitol building, located on Park Street over in 
Anaconda. 


As one who first learned his politics in Butte-Anaconda, I ask you to 
please note my quickness in pointing out that I have been a resident of 
Helena for the past eighteen years. I earnestly encourage the Lewis and 
Clark Delegation to stay alert and do what you can to protect my... 
other home town of Helena. 


In these past hundred years of statehood, no force or figure, no event or 
enterprise, has shaped Montana’s destiny more powerfully or profoundly 
than has the land. 


From the beginning, from the first wagon tracks cut across the plains 
and the first traps hidden in the forests, the first axes cracked against a 
stand of pine and first shovel laid against a vein of riches, Montana’s 
immense land has beckoned grand dreams, birthed an indefatigable spirit, 
and brought prosperous livelihoods to generations of families. 


This land, too, has born a constant and often violent struggle — one 
played out over and over again across these past decades. 


Honyockers sought quick riches from a resistant land and were often 
rejected and swept away. 


Cattle barons and homesteaders, in legendary and deadly wars, sought 
control of the land’s vast range. 


Ranchers and miners feuded for the land’s precious waters. 
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And great and powerful companies battled for the ultimate riches of the 
land — for eminent domain, the legal authority to subjugate the land to 
their own interests. 


Montana’s many struggles for the land have often been the same — 
pitting private gain against public good, private profit against worker’s 
wages. 


It was a struggle that punctuated and colored our first one hundred 
years. 


Now, as we step off into Montana’s second century, the struggle is with 
us still. For all of this decade and more, we Montanans have considered 
how to resolve the management of Montana’s remaining roadless public 
lands. Six million acres of federal lands within our state remain in legal 
limbo; unharvested and unprotected. Priceless lands, the fate of which is 
still to be determined. 


Perhaps our state’s inability to reach quicker agreement was predictable. 
After all, these lands are among America’s only remaining wild places. 


Montana is the brow of America’s last hill. We are, all of us, all 
Americans poised on this final summit considering the last best place. 


Our generation of citizens is entrusted with an opportunity that has been 
given to no others. Of all the generations that have gone before, it is for 
us to make the final decision. Which of the remaining wild lands will be 
developed and which will be preserved? 


That is not an easy choice, but I suspect that none of us would trade 
places with any other Montanans living at any other time. For our decision 
is not only a challenge, but an honor. And, how we decide it will be among 
the most important public policy determinations in all of America’s and 
Montana’s legislative history. 


Our state, not unlike many others, has serious economic problems. As 
each of you understand, the acts of Congress, for the most part, affect 
every state. It is very difficult, and generally considered outside of Congres- 
sional prerogative, to pass individual federal laws significantly affecting the 
economy of only one area. The Congressional purpose is to serve the Union 
and only occasionally can we move legislation which, incidentally provides 
economic assistance to a single state or city. 


However, there is one bill that the Montana Congressional Delegation, 
acting in concert with our other colleagues in the U.S. House and Senate, 
could pass which would have a dramatic, sweeping and profound effect 
upon Montana’s economic future. Congressional passage and Presidential 
signature on a Montana Wilderness Bill will free up 233 million board feet 
of timber for potential harvest in the next decade alone. That translates 
into 1,500 jobs and significant timber supply for the three dozen Montana 
mills which cut ninety percent of their volume off of the federal lands in 
this state. Passage of the bill also would mean the end of hundreds of envi- 
fonmenia appeals against timber harvest and mining activity now and in 
the future. 


This identical issue has faced every congressional delegation whose state 
contains federal timber lands. They have all had to pass a bill in order to 
get on with their economic futures. Tragically, only Montana and two other 
states have failed to do so. We are left with no choice. We must put the 
wilderness question behind us. No less than tomorrow’s pay checks and 
Montana’s jobs for our sons and daughters depend upon it. 
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Now, this issue requires frankness. Let me follow that Montana tradition 
of showing the truth with the bark on. There are interests in Montana, a 
powerful and noisy minority, who want the wilderness issue unresolved. 
They are determined to hold Montana’s economic future hostage, and they 
do it for selfish economic or political gain. It is a costly game of 
brinkmanship and Montanans are the losers, particularly Montana’s 
workers — our miners and loggers and mill workers, the retailers who sell 
sporting equipment, the outfitters and guides, the motel and shop owners, 
our hunting and fishing and snowmobiling families, all of us — your 
constituents — held hostage. 


Those powerful few who resist completion of this process, frankly, seek 
to benefit from the chaos they create. 


It would not be fair for me to make such a blunt charge without pointing 
specifically to those interests to whom I refer. So let me do just that. 


There are those few environmentalists, a minority within the conserva- 
tion community, who are using court appeals and injunctive relief as 
exploitive tools for achieving their wild lands agenda. They prefer that the 
wilderness legislation go unresolved. Many of those folks are the same 
people who believe in and practice those dangerous acts of sabotage to pre- 
vent timber harvest in our woods. In the past I have branded such tactics 
as terrorism. I do so again today. These terrorists are not only spiking 
trees, they are also spiking the orderly process of appeals through 
monkeywrenching the system with unnecessary appeals. 


There are also those few on the environmental side who believe that the 
resolution of the wilderness question should be taken out of the hands of 
Montanans and rather should be decided by others in Congress through the 
introduction of a so called “national wilderness bill”. Those folks are wast- 
ing their time and energy. Their efforts will not be fruitful in the Congress 
of the United States. 


We remember Lee Metcalf’s and other Montanans’ proud and effective 
tradition of conservation activism. Today, some Montanans violate that 
heritage. 


There are also those who are equally polarized, but on the exact opposite 
end of the issue. They are a narrow but select group of people within the 
timber industry who believe that resolution of wild land management is not 
necessary. They, too, are opposed to ending this issue this year. 


They continue to believe that layoffs and job cutbacks, mill closures and 
employee hardship aplenty will soon force political solutions in their bene- 
fit. They hope that this confrontational approach will, soon or late, open 
sensitive areas that Montanans would never otherwise allow to be 
harvested: our calving and spawning grounds, our watersheds, and scenic 
vistas. 


Their approach is called “selective relief’ and is based on the premise 
that no wilderness bill is necessary if congressional legislation or Forest 
Service regulation granting specific relief for certain mills with supply prob- 
lems is used instead. They seek to derail the people’s decision about which 
of these critical lands need to be preserved and, by using timber supply as 
the rationale, force a particular outcome beneficial and profitable to them 
alone. These timber owners and managers are pushing their employees out 
onto a high stakes card table. 


Just as I will oppose those few polarized environmentalists, so will I 
oppose those timber companies who pursue their policy of selective relief 
to the detriment of the public. 
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And there are other culprits. From the White House to City Hall we’ve 
had a few politicians who believe that our sincere debate about public lands 
can be used by them for short-term partisan political ends. We learned long 
ago that some people, not always Montanans, in either public office or pri- 
vate board rooms figured out that a quick way to force political change is 
to produce hardship and fear of joblessness among Montana’s workers. The 
vast majority of Montanans reject such selfish politics. For my part, I have, 
within the past three days, visited with or written to the top state officials 
of Montana’s Democratic and Republican Parties, asking them to resist 
efforts to use the wilderness issue as a political football. 


There are also those private landowners who seek to control access to 
federal lands in order to profit from the federal resources. Those few folks 
are served by the current chaos in land management and also by the con- 
tinued intermingled checkerboard of federal and private lands. We must 
resist their efforts to deny Montana’s hunters and fishermen access to their 
own public land while they profit on the lockout. 


And, finally, I want to expose one more culprit. I was distressed to learn 
during the past year that there are a few well-placed people within the 
United States Forest Service who believe the current wilderness tensions 
and delays can be used to their benefit by forcing a rolling back of current 
laws protecting the public’s land. They believe their agency should be freed 
to return to the old days of low accountability and lack of Congressional 
direction, when timber cutting was the only value they needed to manage. 
That well-placed minority within the Forest Service wants to avoid their 
obligations to the public and the resource the public owns. The Forest Ser- 
vice is only called upon to manage according to the public’s direction. If 
anyone in a position of land management and planning with our Forest 
Service does not believe they can meet the obligations of current law, they 
should step down and allow others to take their place. 


Well, what should we do? How can we finally resolve this wilderness 
question? How can we best get on with our economic future and put an 
end to the argument and rancor and exploitative manipulation? How can 
we do it with a Congressional delegation which is both politically, and on 
this issue, philosophically, divided? As for me, I remain ready to talk, to 
negotiate. I am prepared to compromise; not on my principles, of course, 
but we all have learned that on this issue there is plenty of compromise 
possible before the touchstone of principles is ever breached. 


Every member of the Montana Delegation, current and past, has always 
been willing to and has compromised. Nothing has changed. 


And so let’s try again. Senators Baucus and Burns have already taken 
the lead by publicly expressing their willingness to get on with the job. I 
am confident that my colleague and friend Ron Marlenee and I are ready 
to join our two Senators in their efforts. 


This show of leadership from our Senators is right. The next Montana 
Wilderness Bill must pass the Senate first and then come over to us in the 
House. As we learned in the last Congress, a Montana Wilderness Bill will 
find appropriate support in the House. In that Congress, we passed the 
Montana Wilderness Bill in 1987. However, the rules of the Senate being 
what they are, any Senator can put a hold on a bill that has passed the 
House. And that delaying and killing tactic was used repeatedly by Sena- 
tors other than those who represent Montana. Let’s not unnecessarily run 
that risk again. Let the Senate go first. 


In the meantime, there is plenty of other work to do for Montana. Let 
me conclude my remarks to you today by mentioning a couple or so of 
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other pieces of legislation affecting our forests and industry. I will be work- 
ing on these immediately upon my return to the Capitol next week. 


Many Montanans believe, perhaps rightly so, that public lands are not 
being reforested quickly enough, or in the proper fashion. These folks have 
the farsighted view of jobs in the woods for their children. It’s time for an 
inventory of precisely what is happening; I will be introducing a bill requir- 
ing the Forest Service to, in one year, report to Congress on the status of 
reforestation efforts. I’ll share that report with each of you. 


We have not done enough in the past more than quarter of a century to 
maintain and improve our public trails, National Parks, riverfronts and 
campgrounds. Those are the places where our families go for fun. Let’s put 
Americans, particularly young Americans, to work on those projects. I'll be 
introducing Youth Conservation Corps legislation to do just that. 


Along with the poor shape of many of our trails and campgrounds, so too 
are many portions of our forest choked with fallen timber and waste wood. 
Those materials could be used and we should put folks to work on both 
removing that waste and finding innovative ways to utilize it. I will intro- 
duce legislation that will establish a three-year pilot effort here in the 
Forest Service Region I, to show America how to do it right. 


I will, upon returning to Washington, D.C., introduce legislation which 
would establish a National Wood Products Research Center. The purpose 
of this national center would be to consider the various uses of timber and 
its improved utilization and production. America needs to establish a 
public/private partnership to continue to move the important wood prod- 
ucts industry into the future. The place for that effort is Montana, specifi- 
cally Missoula, the headquarters for Region I of the Forest Service, the 
location of the University of Montana’s renowned Forestry School, and, of 
course, the site of major national timber production operations. 


There are few issues more important to the true survival of Montana’s 
wood products industry and the full employment of its workers than this 
matter of continuing the export ban of whole logs to other nations, partic- 
ularly Japan. Now, the White House wants to end the twenty year federal 
export ban. The Administration is wrong and they know it. I will introduce, 
on a bipartisan basis with Republican Congressman Bob Smith of Oregon, 
legislation to reinstate the export log ban and make it permanent law. 


Many Montanans are understandably angry about the inappropriate use 
of frivolous appeals against Forest Service decisions concerning timber sales 
and mining activity. I will be introducing legislation that will grant the 
Forest Service adjudicators the right to reject appeals filed in a frivolous 
fashion and also to deny repetitive violators the future right to appeal. The 
appeals process provides legitimate opportunity for all citizens to contest 
decisions of their government. It is an important process and needs to be 
preserved, but the process must not be trivialized. 


Federal compensation of damages due to the tragic forest fires of this 
past summer indicate that the Forest Service process for compensating 
land owners may be too slow and cumbersome. I'll be introducing legis- 
lation to enact changes which will accelerate and streamline the Forest Ser- 
vice response time to aggrieved and injured citizens. 


Finally, it is clear that the federal tax code greatly affects the 
profitability margin of timber companies. I'll be introducing legislation to 
re-establish the capital gains tax rates to pre-tax reform levels. The timber 
companies’ reinvestment of those monies is good for the forest, the compa- 
nies’ profits, and it’s good for Montana. 
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Well, there is a lot to be done to assist Montana’s natural resource indus- 
tries and to protect our land. I will be trying to do my part, just as I know 
that each of you will too. I say again, though, that the single most impor- 
tant act that can be taken by the Montana congressional delegation to 
assist those industries, protect Montana and enhance our economy is the 
passage of a Montana Wild Lands Bill. So, let’s get on with it! 


Let’s celebrate our centennial birthday as good neighbors, avoiding 
rancorous quarrels, as partners intent not on self interest, but on Montan- 
a’s interests and Montana’s future. 


Following his remarks, Congressman Williams was escorted from the 
chamber by the committee.

SPECIAL ORDERS OF THE DAY 


Sergeant at Arms Moritz announced the return of the select committee 
to notify the House. The committee was admitted and reported that the 
House had convened and was ready to receive the Senate in joint session. 


The president thanked the committee and discharged them. Senator 
Gage moved that the Senate recess, to reconvene at 3 p.m, and proceed 
immediately to the House chamber to receive the Governor’s school fund- 
ing equalization plan. Motion carried. 


The Senate recessed at 11:32 a.m. 
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The House reconvened at 11:34 a.m., Mr. Speaker in the chair. The 
Senate was welcomed into the chamber. Speaker Vincent introduced Presi- 
dent Galt and relinquished the chair to him. 


Senator Gage moved that the House and Senate resolve itself into a joint 
session to receive Governor Stephens’ school funding proposal. Motion car- 
ried. 


Senator Gage moved that the president be authorized to appoint a com- 
mittee of two to notify the Governor that the joint session had convened 
and was ready to receive him. Motion carried. 


President Galt appointed Senator Hammond and Representative Schye 
and dismissed them from the chamber. 


The Sergeant at Arms admitted the escort committee and Governor 
Stephens into the House chamber and escorted him to the rostrum where 
he delivered the following address: 


SCHOOL FUNDING EQUALIZATION 
JOINT SESSION OF HOUSE AND SENATE 
FEBRUARY 14, 1989 


One month and one day ago I stood before you and delivered my State 
of the State Address. 


Much of what I advocated in that address remains intact today. What 
none of us knew at that time was that less than three weeks later, a ruling 
by the Montana Supreme Court would impact this Legislative Assembly, 
the school children and the taxpayers of Montana to an extent unmatched 
in recent times. 


The unanimous decree by the Supreme Court that we must eliminate 
spending discrepancies in elementary and secondary education is a mandate 
we are compelled to obey. That decree is not a proposal; it offers no alter- 
natives; it is the united voice of the judicial branch reinforced by the 
weight of the Constitution speaking with finality from which there is no 
appeal. 


Let no one mistake the binding obligation of that February 1st mandate 
of the Court and the obligation it holds for the Governor, the citizens of 
Montana and the members of this Legislature. We are bound by our oath 
of office to obey the Court’s ruling. 


It matters not how difficult, how frustrating, how apparently unjust, how 
seemingly impossible the task . . . there is no recourse. WE ARE COM- 
PELLED TO CARRY OUT THE COURT'S WILL. 


In the unlikely event the Legislature should ignore the order of the 
Court, what would be the consequences? The Court has retained jurisdic- 
tion and could be forced to act unilaterally without involvement of all par- 
ties. They could, for example, order all schools in Montana to be closed 
effective July 1, 1989, and subsequently force a special session of the legis- 
lature. 


This happened in New Jersey when the school funding system was chal- 
lenged. That legislature rejected a court decree by failing to revise the 
school funding system. A constitutional crisis ensued and the New Jersey 
legislature was forced into special session. The impasse spawned secret 
meetings among the legislative leadership, the governor’s office, and the 
supreme court before it was broken and the order closing the schools was 
lifted.

What transpired in New Jersey can never be permitted to happen in 
Montana. 


Following the ruling of the Montana Supreme Court, I scheduled a series 
of meetings between myself and the legislative leadership, the Office of 
Public Instruction, the Joint Select Committee on Education and school 
superintendents and trustees from throughout the state. I also solicited and 
received written comments and opinions from the educational community 
and reviewed the results of U.S. West’s Options for Equity Forum. 


In my more than 16 years of service in state government I cannot recall 
a decision of the Court or of any governmental body in this state which 
will have such far reaching consequences. 


Every taxpayer in this state will be affected. Every school district in the 
state will be affected. Nearly every parent and child will be affected. 


The decision requires us to determine how much school districts may 
spend for education. The decision also requires us to determine how much 
funding school districts will receive from the State, how much local trustees 
may budget to operate their schools and, most importantly, . . . how much 


different taxpayers in individual districts and counties will pay to support 


education. 


The Court concluded that the current system of funding education vio- 
lates Article X of the Constitution. Article X states, “It is the goal of the 
people to establish a system of education which will develop the full educa- 
tional potential for each person. Equality of educational opportunity is 
guaranteed to each person of the state.” 


As an example of disparity in funding, the Court singled out the compa- 
rable school districts of Geraldine and Drummond. An even more dramatic 
example exists between Hamilton, where each student is supported by $345 
in local tax revenue, and Colstrip where each student is supported by 
$2,600 in local tax revenue. In the District Court decision, numerous addi- 
tional examples were cited of significant spending discrepancies which vio- 
late our Constitution. 


In reciting Article X of our Constitution the Court affirmed that each 
person is guaranteed equality of educational opportunity and further stated, 
“The plain meaning of that sentence is clear and unambiguous.” Specifi- 
cally, the courts have ruled that equality of education shall be measured 
primarily by dollars. While many of us may disagree with that interpreta- 
tion we are all duty bound to enforce it. 


What does the decision mean? It means that our current school funding 
system has been declared to be unconstitutional. We can no longer permit 
such disparities as exist between Geraldine and Drummond and Hamilton 
and Colstrip and countless other districts. 


Henceforth, we must provide a system of quality public education that 
grants to each student the quality of educational opportunity guaranteed in 
the Constitution by reducing spending disparities among the state school 
districts. Failure to eliminate these wide discrepancies means a denial of 
equality of educational opportunity. IT MEANS WE MUST EQUALIZE 
STATE SPENDING FOR EDUCATION. 


Equalize . . . It is a word we will come to know well. By its very defini- 
tion equalize indicates positive and negative adjustments in spending. 


No one can dispute what we have been ordered to do. We must IMPLE- 
MENT A MAJOR REDISTRIBUTION OF THE TAX BURDEN 
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WITHIN THE STATE of Montana to fund education equally. And as 
school spending is equalized, some taxpayers and students will benefit . . . 
others will not. The process will prove to be painful and unpopular BUT 
THE COURT DECISION REQUIRES THAT IT BE DONE. 


Let me digress a moment and review the plan that has been ruled uncon- 
stitutional. The current spending for education in Montana per biennium 
amounts to $1.3 billion. $622 million is provided from the State level and 
$700 million is derived from local sources. 


Because Montana has lost population and property tax values have 
declined it will take $45 MILLION in new revenue just to match the level 
of spending for the current budget. In other words, funding education at 
the current level of spending WITH NOT ONE DOLLAR OF INCREASE, 
means we must raise $45 million additional dollars. 


Forty-five million additional dollars means $45 million in additional taxes 
JUST TO STAY EVEN. 


Looking to the Court decree and the solution it demands, there are two 
major elements to be resolved. 


1. EQUALIZATION AND 2. TAXATION. 


Equalization is a difficult and emotional issue. It is my firm belief that 
the Supreme Court’s mandate cannot be accomplished unless we separate 
the two sides of the question and consider each alone. . . starting first and 
solely with equalization. 


When the equalization question has been resolved, we will then turn to 
the issue of revenue knowing exactly how much replacement revenue will 
be required. An equalization plan will tell us the cost we face. We must 
know that cost before we determine how to pay for it. 


Dating back to the Loble decision of January 21, 1988, subcommittees of 
the legislature, organizations and individuals from all parts of this state 
have spent countless days studying and consulting in an effort to find a 
solution . . . preparing themselves for the day that has now arrived when 
the Supreme Court would tell us what our Constitution requires. 


Much of their fine effort has been incorporated into the plan I present 
you for eliminating the funding and spending discrepancies the Court found 
so onerous. I set forth this plan so that you will know as you work on legis- 
lation what it is that will be acceptable to the Governor’s office and where 
you can expect help and direction from me. 


I offer a plan that we believe meets the constitutional requirement and 
which is built on the consensus and support of those who have worked on 
this issue for many months. 


My school finance system recognizes the immediacy of needs of local 
school boards of trustees, who are, as I speak today, planning and formu- 
lating their school budget for the 1989-1990 school year. A well-reasoned, 
phased-in program meets the obligations of the Court order and does not 
create unnecessary havoc in school budget preparation. 


For the first year of the coming biennium we recommend the following: 


1. The Foundation Program amount supported by the State will meet 
current funding levels by infusing an additional $45 million in the 
foundation program. 
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2. The teacher’s retirement cost will be equalized as announced in my 
State of the State message. The teacher’s retirement fund will be elimi- 
nated and become a part of the general fund of the school district. The 
foundation program payments will be increased to cover this conver- 
sion. This will eliminate current tax disparities in counties now levying 
anywhere between 4 and 54 mills. 


3. Special education costs will be equalized. These funds will be dis- 
tributed on the basis of the average special education teacher salary. 
This equalization will be accomplished by an increased state revenue 
commitment to special education in the amount of $6 million per year 
and thus reduce the reliance on local voted levies. 


4. In order to abide by the equalization directives of the Court, the 
funding plan proposes to introduce gradual spending caps on school 
district expenditures. This phase-in process will begin to decrease the 
range of spending differences. 


5. We propose to reinstate our financial commitment to Vocational 
Education. 


6. Finally, we will equalize personal property tax replacement revenue. 


This reflects in large measure the plan I originally proposed in my State 
of the State message as a first step toward equalization. With the Court 
decision and the time line imposed upon us, that first step must now repre- 
sent the first year of a phased-in equalization plan. 


For the second year of the biennium, I propose implementing a second 
stage in the equalization process by: 


1. Expanding the equalization process by increasing the State’s share 
of the entire cost of public elementary and secondary education to an 
80% level and recognizing a local revenue component of 20%. 


2. We propose that the State begin participating in capital outlay 
expenses for school buildings and facilities. 


3. We propose to further equalize expenses covering transportation 
and comprehensive insurance by increasing the State support for those 
funds. 


4. We propose to limit cash reserves and increase the number of state 
equalization payments so that schools have an adequate cash flow. We 
further propose to reform the State’s archaic tuition agreement system 
for regular students. | 


Simultaneously to that, we propose initiating study projects on these 
three funds with the target of fully integrating these funds into the 
Foundation Program by 1991. 


As a major component of this school reform proposal, my office will be 
seeking and advancing accountability and incentive programs that will fur- 
ther increase the quality of education for Montana students. Such pro- 
grams may include: recognizing hard-working-professional teachers by 
proper compensation, new technological advances in delivery of education 
to our rural population and other programs designed to advance quality of 
education and assure public accountability. 


There is not the time here to set forth the specific details of each of our 
proposals. However, because those specifics are essential for your delibera- 
tions and the public’s understanding, this afternoon at 1:30 p.m. there will 
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be a special news conference in the Governor’s Reception Room to address 
the specifics. Mr. Ken Nordtvedt (Director of Department of Revenue), Mr. 
Ray Shackleford (Director of Office of Budget & Program Planning), Mr. 
Rick Bartos (Legal Counsel to the Governor’s Office), and Mr. Wayne 
Phillips (The Governor’s Office Senior Policy Advisor on Education) will be 
available to respond to questions and concerns. 


The plan I present to you today will meet the equalization requirements 
of the Court decision. As legislators pressed with deadlines, you know time 
is of the essence, therefore, I request that a bill encompassing the elements 
of the plan be passed by the House and Senate and be placed on my desk 
by the 55th legislative day, March 9, 1989. 


The revenue side of the equation should not be addressed in that bill. Let 
no one accuse us of making haste in boots of lead. We must first resolve 
equalization and then address revenue separately. The overall issue is so 
complex that if we do not handle equalization and revenue in two separate 
stages, progress will be stalled and deliberations will reach an impasse. 
When the equalization issue is determined, on March 10th I will begin 
anew the process of reaching a consensus on revenue that will be decided 
before this legislature adjourns. 


I will again meet with the legislative leadership, members of the appro- 
priate committees of the House and Senate and other interested parties in 
pursuit of the solution to the most difficult part of the issue, that of 
matching revenue with the requirements of the equalization you present to 
me on the 55th day. 


When that phase is completed, I will not hesitate to let you know of my 
conclusions. Let us however remember that only the legislature can appro- 
priate. It is the sole domain of the legislature and not the responsibility of 
either the Governor or the Court. 


This two-step approach I am recommending to you is, in my judgment, 
the necessary course to follow in meeting our responsibilities. 


This is not a partisan issue. This is not a regional issue. Each of your 
districts will be affected differently within its own boundaries. You must 
represent your District, but you and I must fulfill our constitutional obli- 
gations to the State as well. I said in my State of the State address that, 
“We are about to be tested.” Indeed, that testing has begun. 


When asked to define the purpose of education Socrates replied, “The 
purpose of education is to dispel error and to discover truth.” 


Let me close with truths inherent in resolving this issue. The truth is - I 
know of no legislator who does not place the needs of children FIRST in 
addressing educational issues. In the past, legislators who might question 
policies of funding education have been criticized as being against children 
and their educational needs. Let the demagogues who utter these false 
statements be silent. 





The truth is - Montanans have a record of heavy financial support for 
the public schools and are #4 in the nation in per student spending for ele- 
mentary and secondary schools. Nevertheless, in every session of the legis- 
lature for the past 20 years the demand has been for more and more State 
money. Per capita spending for schools is up 54% after inflation over those 
20 years despite declining enrollments. 


The truth is - More money is not the sole element for providing quality 
education. As the Court stated, there are other factors to be considered 
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including individual teachers, classroom size, support of parents and stu- 
dents and the desire and motivation on the part of the student which 
moves him or her to seek earnestly after an education. 


The truth is - We are bound by our oath of office to carry out our duty 
in accomplishing this most difficult assignment. 


I believe in the legislative process. I have worked among you and know 
that each of you has an abiding devotion to this state and its people. You 
have the wisdom, experience and courage to meet this challenge. I will not 
shirk from my share of the responsibility and I am confident neither will 
you. 


We must and we will do what the Court and the Montana Constitution 
requires of us. 


Thank you very much. 


Senator Hammond and Representative Schye escorted Governor 
Stephens from the chamber. Senator Gage moved the joint session of the 
legislature be adjourned. Motion carried. 


The joint session adjourned at 12 noon. 
The Senate reconvened at 3 p.m., Mr. President in the chair.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the state of Montana, I hereby return House Bill 29, “AN 
ACT TO CLARIFY THE FUNCTIONS OF THE COUNTY ASSESSOR 
IN IDENTIFYING TAXPAYERS SUBJECT TO A TELEVISION DIS- 
TRICT TAX; TO PROVIDE A DEADLINE FOR CLAIMING AN 
EXEMPTION; AMENDING SECTIONS 7-13-2527 through 7-13-2529, 
MCA; AND PROVIDING AN APPLICABILITY DATE.” 


The bill contains a major technical problem. Section 1 requires assessors 
to report the owners of all property contained in classes four (most residen- 
tial and commercial structures) and twelve (mobile homes) to the board of 
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the television district. However, television districts typically service rural 
residents whose residential property is contained in class fourteen 
(farmsteads). This omission, if not corrected, would have a serious impact 
on some districts.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the State of Montana, I hereby return House Bill 58, “AN 
ACT PROVIDING FOR LOCAL GOVERNMENT DISCRETION TO 
SUSPEND OR CANCEL DELINQUENT PROPERTY TAXES ON COM- 
MERCIAL PROPERTY TO FACILITATE THE PURCHASE AND CON- 
TINUED OPERATION OF A BUSINESS UTILIZING THE PROPERTY; 
AMENDING SECTIONS 15-16-102, 15-16-1138, 15-16-117, 15-16-301, 
15-16-3038, 15-16-401, 15-16-402, 15-16-404, 15-17-122, and 15-17-911, MCA; 
AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE AND A 
RETROACTIVE APPLICABILITY DATE; AND PROVIDING A 
TERMINATION DATE,” with the attached amendments for the following 
reasons. 


House Bill 58, in its present form, transfers the power of state taxation 
from the state legislature to county commissioners. In so doing, the legis- 
lation may seriously erode Montana’s school foundation program by per- 
mitting suspension and cancellation of state imposed property tax (20-9-331 
and 20-9-333, MCA) for the support of elementary and secondary schools. 
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The proposed amendments would exclude the county equalization manda- 
tory mills and the statewide university six mills from suspension and can- 
cellation. 


My amendments also protect the permissive levy imposed by the school 
board of trustees as provided for in 20-9-352, MCA. This will allow school 
districts the ability to achieve the maximum general fund budget without 
a voted levy. Without adequate limitations on the extent of suspending and 
cancelling these property taxes, individual school districts could have bud- 
get authority without adequate revenue. 


Further, the debt service fund obligation for outstanding district bonds as 
provided in 20-9-439, MCA, and the teacher retirement fund obligations as 
provided in 20-9-501, MCA, are also excluded from possible suspension and 
cancellation actions. 


My proposed amendments would protect the school foundation program’s 
source of revenue and still provide property tax relief incentive for the 
development of commercial properties. Approximately 40% of all property 
taxes on those commercial properties may still be suspended or cancelled. 


In light of the recent Montana Supreme Court decision, Helena Elementary 
School District Number One, et. al. vs. State of Montana, et. al. case 
Number 88-381, decided February 1, 1989, sources of revenue to support 
the state’s share of the cost of public education must be thoroughly exam- 
ined and maintained.

A statement of intent is provided for this bill to elaborate on the 
type and extent of review that the department of state lands will 
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give to a small-miner application for an operating permit for a 
cyanide ore-processing facility.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the State of Montana, I hereby return House Bill 227, 
“AN ACT TO REQUIRE THAT TRUSTEES OF A SCHOOL DISTRICT 
NOTIFY A TENURE TEACHER OF REELECTION BY MAY 1; AND 
AMENDING SECTION 20-4-205, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN APPLI- 
CABILITY DATE AND AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE,” with the 
attached amendments for the following reasons. 


House Bill 227 attempts to clarify the date when a tenured teacher must 
receive a reelection notice. Its intent is to make section 20-4-205, MCA, 
consistent with section 20-4-204, MCA, as amended by the 1987 Montana 
Legislature (Sec. 1, Chapter 510, Laws of Montana 1987). 


House Bill 227, however, in its present form is confusing. Section 2 (Appli- 
cability Provision) appears to limit the application of the amendment to 
teacher contracts issued for the school fiscal year 1990 only. There have 
been a number of court challenges on the renewal notice date. This confu- 
sion would invite further litigation. 


My proposed amendment would revise the applicability provision to make 
it clear that the act applies to teachers’ contracts issued for the school 
fiscal year 1990 and thereafter, thus making it consistent with section 
20-4-204, MCA, for future years. 


I urge your concurrence with the following amendment:

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the State of Montana, I hereby return Senate Bill 8, “AN 
ACT TO EXEMPT ROYALTIES RECEIVED BY INDIAN TRIBES 
PURSUANT TO 1938 LEASE AGREEMENTS FROM TAXATION 
UNDER THE STATE PROCEEDS, COAL-SEVERENCEK, OIL AND GAS 
SEVERANCE, AND RESOURCE INDEMNITY TRUST TAXES.” with 
the attached amendments for the following reasons. 


I recommend deletion of the “Whereas” clause because it misstates the 
holding in Montana v. Blackfeet Tribe, 471 U.S. 759 (1985). That case held 
only that the Indian Mineral Leasing Act of 1938 did not authorize state 
taxation of tribes with respect to their royalty interests and that, as to 
leases executed pursuant to such statute, the authority in the Act of May 
29, 1924, 43 Stat. 244 (codified at 25 U.S.C. Section 398), for such taxation 
was inapplicable. Blackfeet did not hold that the various Montana oil and 
gas taxes at issue were preempted and, had the case not settled, the pre- 
emption question would have necessarily been resolved on remand before 
Judge Hatfield. Because the “Whereas” clause is misleading and otherwise 
unnecessary, the ‘“Therefore” clause should also be stricken. 


The substantive aspect of the bill is generally acceptable. However, upon 
consultation with legal counsel and the Special Assistant Attorneys General 
who litigated this matter on behalf of the State of Montana, I recommend 
that the words “with respect to on-reservation oil and gas production” be 
added to section 1 to reflect what would appear to be the Legislature’s 
intent. The 1938 act applies not only to unallotted lands within Indian 
reservations but also to any lands owned by a federally recognized tribe. 
Whether a tribe may be subjected to state taxation of its royalty interest 
as to non-reservation production is an unresolved issue and, while very pos- 
sibly one which will never have to be decided, should not be the subject of 
state action at this time.

If the House and Senate accept my proposed amendments, I will create by 
executive order the Criminal Justice and Corrections Advisory Council 
whose members will provide a geographical and philosophical balance to 
review the adult women inmate population issue and who will make recom- 
mendations to the Department of Institutions.

(2) Each series of water development bonds may be issued by the 
board of examiners, upon request of the board of natural resources 
and conservation, at public or private sale, in such denominations 
and forms, whether payable to bearer with attached interest coupons

iners be received in an amount sufficient in each year to pay all

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR

Dear President Galt and Speaker Vincent: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the State of Montana, I hereby veto House Bill 342, “AN 
ACT TO PROHIBIT THE USE OF RIMFIRE AMMUNITION IN THE 
HUNTING OF A GAME ANIMAL, EXCEPT A MOUNTAIN LION, 
UNLESS KILLING A WOUNDED GAME ANIMAL; AND PROVIDING 
AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE” for the following reasons. 


I am vetoing House Bill 342. The bill is vague and would provide constitu- 
tional challenges regarding enforcement. I believe it also invites further 
unnecessary governmental regulation of Montanans without clear public 
policy to do so. 


Rimfire ammunition is not defined in the bill or referred to in the Montana 
Codes Annotated. A popular understanding of rimfire is .22 caliber ammu- 
nition. This type of ammunition is one of the most popular sporting 
ammunitions available to the people of our state. To prohibit use of this 
undefined ammunition to hunt, kill or shoot game animals is overbroad and 
very difficult to enforce. 


It has not been demonstrated that State government should be involved in 
this issue at this time. By vetoing this bill, and the ensuing public discus- 
sion this veto will create, I believe the conscious awareness of Montana 
sportsmen, who use rimfire ammunition on game animals, will be achieved 
without the necessity of expanded government regulation. I therefore veto 
House Bill 342.

Dear President Galt and Speaker Vincent: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the State of Montana, I hereby return Senate Bill 271, 
“AN ACT REQUIRING A CITY OR TOWN TO LEVY A SPECIAL TAX 
FOR A FIRE DEPARTMENT RELIEF ASSOCIATION DISABILITY 
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AND PENSION FUND WHEN THE FUND CONTAINS AN AMOUNT 
THAT IS LESS THAN 5 PERCENT, RATHER THAN 3 PERCENT, OF 
THE CITY’S OR TOWN’S TAXABLE VALUATION; AND AMENDING 
SECTIONS 19-11-5083 AND 19-11-504, MCA.” with the attached amend- 
ments for the following reasons. 


The sponsor has requested an amendatory veto on Senate Bill 271. As 
passed by the House and Senate, Senate Bill 271 would require cities and 
towns to maintain fire relief funds at a level equal to 5 percent of the tax- 
able value of the municipality. Several cities that are levying less than the 
4 mills that are presently allowed by law believe that the 40 percent 
increase in the fire relief fund that is mandated by this bill would create 
financial problems, particularly under the restrictions imposed by Initiative 
105. I agree. 


My amendments will reduce the percentage of taxable valuation pledged to 
the fire relief fund from 5 percent to 4 percent and thus reduce the tax bur- 
den by a mandated fire relief fund increase. The League of Cities and 
Towns and the sponsor support this compromise. 


I urge your concurrence with this amendment.

A statement of intent is required for this bill because [section 6] requires 
the department of administration to adopt rules to implement [sections 1 
through 5].

(f) conversion of the individual property from tax-exempt to tax- 
able status. 


(5) Property in classes four, twelve, and fourteen, as amended by 
[this act], is valued according to the procedures used in 1986, or the 


1991 tax year if a revaluation pursuant to 15-7-111 has been com- 
pleted, including the designation of 1982 as the base year, or the des- 


ignation of a new base year if a revaluation pursuant to 15-7-111 has 
been completed, until the reappraisal cycle beginning January 1, 
1986, is completed and new valuations are placed on the tax rolls 
and a new base year designated, if the property is: 


(a) new construction; 

(b) expanded, deleted, replaced, or remodeled improvements; 
(c) annexed property; or 

(d) property converted from tax-exempt to taxable status. 


(6) Property described in subsections (5)(a) through (5)(d) that is 
not class four, class twelve, or class fourteen property, as amended 
by [this act], is valued according to. the procedures used in 1986, or 
a subsequent revaluation completed pursuant to 15-7-111, but is also 
subject to the dollar cap in each taxing unit based on 4986 the mills 
levied in_ 1986, or in 1991 if a revaluation pursuant to 15-7-111 has 
been completed subsequent to 1986. 


(7) (a) The limitation on the amount of taxes, as clarified in this 
section, is intended to leave the property appraisal and valuation 
methodology of the department of revenue intact. Determinations of 
county classifications, salaries of local government officers, and all 
other matters in which total taxable valuation is an integral compo- 
nent are not affected by 15-10-401 and 15-10-402 except for the use 
of taxable valuation in fixing tax levies. In fixing tax levies, the 
taxing units of local government may anticipate the deficiency in 
revenues resulting from the tax limitations in 15-10-401 and 
15-10-402, while understanding that regardless of the amount of 
mills levied, a taxpayer’s liability may not exceed the dollar amount 
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due in each taxing unit for the 1986 tax year, or the 1991 tax year 
if a revaluation pursuant to 15-7-111 has been completed, unless the 
taxing unit’s taxable valuation decreases by 5% or more from the

(8) The limitation on the amount of taxes levied does not apply to 
the following levy or special assessment categories, whether or not 
they are based on commitments made before or after approval of

(a) rural improvement districts; 
(b) special improvement districts; 


(c) levies pledged for the repayment of bonded indebtedness, 
including tax increment bonds; 


(d) city street maintenance districts; 

(e) tax increment financing districts; 

(f) satisfaction of judgments against a taxing unit; 
(g) electric company street lighting assessments; and 


(h) revolving funds to support any categories specified in this sub- 
section (8). 


(9) The limitation on the amount of taxes levied does not apply in 
a taxing unit if the voters in the taxing unit approve an increase in 
tax liability following a resolution of the governing body of the 
taxing unit containing: 


(a) a finding that there are insufficient funds to adequately operate 
the taxing unit as a result of 15-10-401 and 15-10-402;

(c) an estimate of the amount of funding shortfall expected by the 
taxing unit;

(f) a summary of the alternatives that the governing body of the 
taxing unit has considered; and

Dear President Galt and Speaker Vincent: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the State of Montana, I hereby return House Bill 1, 
“AN ACT TO AMEND THE REVENUE OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE’S 
REVIEW FUNCTIONS AND POWERS OVER DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE RULES TO CORRESPOND WITH THOSE REVIEW FUNC- 
TIONS AND POWERS GRANTED THE ADMINISTRATIVE CODE 
COMMITTEE OVER OTHER AGENCY RULES; AND AMENDING 
SECTIONS 2-4-402 AND 5-18-107, MCA.” with the attached amendments 
for the following reasons. 


According to the Title of House Bill 1, the new authority of the Revenue 
Oversight Committee is supposed to correspond to the authority of the 
Administrative Code Committee. However, the language of the section 
which corresponds to subsection (g) is much different. Subsection (d) of 
Section 2-4-402, MCA, allows the committee to institute or intervene in 
court proceedings “involving this chapter”. Subsection (g) allows the Reve- 
nue Oversight Committee to institute or intervene in proceedings that 
“involve rulemaking or rule enforcement activities of the department”. 


The language in subsection (g) is much broader than the corresponding lan- 
guage in Section 2-4-402. A large share of the lawsuits that the Department 
is involved in deal with enforcement of a rule and yet they have nothing 
to do with rulemaking. The authority of the rule is not in question. The 
Department is enforcing the rule in regard to a particular factual situation 
or taxpayer. In many cases, the particular rule being enforced is the same 
or similar to the statute. The rule and the statute are both being enforced. 


The effect of the new language is to give the Revenue Oversight Committee 
virtually unlimited authority to intervene in tax cases. In addition, they 
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could essentially create their own tax cases based upon this language. 
Enforcement of statutes and lawfully enacted rules is the duty of the execu- 
tive branch not the legislature. 


The legislature can lawfully become involved in rulemaking because the 
executive branch gets its authority for rulemaking through a delegation 
from the legislature. Thus, the authority for a rule is a matter of legislative 
concern. My amendment would permit legislative review of the depart- 
ment’s rulemaking and would be consistent with the Montana Administra- 
tive Procedure Act. 


The language of subsection (g) should be amended to be the same or simi- 
lar to the language of Section 2-4-402. 
The sponsor has concurred with this amendment. I urge your concurrence 
as well.

(i) a truck canopy cover or topper weighing less than 300 pounds 
and having no accommodations attached. Such property is also 
exempt from taxation under 61-3-504(2) and 61-3-537. 


(j) a bicycle, as defined in 61-1-123, used by the owner for personal 
transportation purposes; 


(k) motor homes, travel trailers, and campers; 
(1) all watercraft; 


(m) land, fixtures, buildings, and improvements owned by a cooper- 
ative association or nonprofit corporation organized to furnish pota- 
ble water to its members or customers for uses other than the 
irrigation of agricultural land; 


(n) the right of entry that is a property right reserved in land or 
received by mesne conveyance (exclusive of leasehold interests), 
devise, or succession to enter land whose surface title is held by 
another to explore, prospect, or dig for oil, gas, coal, or minerals; 


(0) property owned and used by a corporation or association organ- 
ized and operated exclusively for the care of the developmentally dis- 
abled, mentally ill, or vocationally handicapped as defined in 
18-5-101, which is not operated for gain or profit; 


(p) all farm buildings with a market value of less than $500 and all 
agricultural implements and machinery with a market value of less 
than $100; and 


(q), property owned by a nonprofit corporation organized to provide 
facilities primarily for training and practice for or competition in 
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international sports and athletic events and not held or used for pri- 
vate or corporate gain or profit. For purposes of this subsection 
(1)(q), “nonprofit corporation” means an organization exempt from 
taxation under section 501(c) of the Internal Revenue Code and 
incorporated and admitted under the Montana Nonprofit Corpora- 
tion Act; and 


(r) the first $15,000 or less of market value of any single-family 
owner-occupied residence owned by a Montana resident. 


(2) (a) The term “institutions of purely public charity” includes 
organizations owning and operating facilities for the care of the 
retired or aged or chronically ill, which are not operated for gain or 
profit. 


(b) The terms “public art galleries” and “public observatories” 
include only those art galleries and observatories, whether of public 
or private ownership, that are open to the public without charge at 
all reasonable hours and are used for the purpose of education only. 


(3) The following portions of the appraised value of a capital 
investment made after January 1, 1979, in a recognized nonfossil 
form of energy generation, as defined in 15-32-102, are exempt from 
taxation for a period of 10 years following installation of the prop- 
erty: 


(a) $20,000 in the case of a single-family residential dwelling; 


(b) $100,000 in the case of a multifamily residential dwelling or a 
nonresidential structure. (Subsection (1)(c) applicable to taxable 
years beginning after December 31, 1987—sec. 4, Ch. 455, L. 1987.)””

Invocation by 
Chaplain Tom Banks. Pledge of allegiance to the flag. 


Roll call. All members present. Quorum present. 
SPECIAL ORDERS OF THE DAY 


Sergeant at Arms Moritz announced that U.S. Senator Conrad Burns 
awaited entrance. 


Senator Gage moved that the president be authorized to appoint a com- 
mittee of three to escort the Honorable Senator Burns to the rostrum. 
Motion carried. President Galt appointed Senators Crippen, Keating, and 
Bengtson and discharged them to welcome the distinguished visitor. 


After being introduced by President Galt, Senator Burns delivered the 
following address: 


Thank you very much. Mr. President and Members of the Senate of the 
State of Montana. It’s nice to be here today. I think I’m probably as nerv- 
ous now as I was the first day I made my first speech on the floor of the 
United States Senate. This is an august group. 


It’s nice to be back home. After a couple of months in Washington, D.C., 
and seeing the problems that we have there and then reading in the news- 
papers and then watching the press work on this organization here, it 
seems like we’ve all got the same problems. We’re dealing with the same 
issues, not only in the State of Montana, but also across the nation. 


I am the most freshman of one hundred in Washington. The press would 
like to make light of that. Everything is done by seniority, including the 
seating in the United States Senate. 


Just after Christmas our family drove back to Washington. As you know, 
it was storming the day after Christmas. The storm went all the way across 
the United States. So we were lucky enough to drive in the same darn 
storm all the way across this country, 2100 miles. We got into Indiana and 
our daughter bought a USA Today. It had the seating arrangements of the 
United States Senate. She graduates from Sky View High School this year 
and we’re proud of her. She said, “Dad, by the time they get to you in this 
article, you'll be seated so far back in the corner that the only thing the 
television cameras will be able to see is the top of your head.” She got a 
kick out of that. I told her, ““Keely, you have to remember, politicians live 
by ink, be it good or be it bad.” They had mentioned the seating for the 
majority leader, Senator Mitchell of Maine, where the seat would be for the 
minority leader, Senator Dole of Kansas, and also where the seating may 
be for the one hundredth, Senator Burns of Montana. They didn’t mention 
94, 47, 33; they only mentioned three of us. So this is working out okay. 
Even the national press get a big kick out of it, too. So it’s not all that 
bad. 


After three months, you get the same question everywhere you go. . . your 
impressions of Washington. I always tell the story and you may have heard 
it before, but I’ll tell it again today. A long time ago in 1962, when I first 
moved to Montana I met a couple of fellows down on the Stillwater River. 
I helped them work some cattle and we had about 300 head of steers. We 
crossed the Stillwater River, right at the mouth of it. We put the cattle in

the corrals and were resting the horses and smoking a cigarette. An old 
cowboy that had working for Johnny Miller for a long time said, “Conrad, 
do you see that old log floating down the Stillwater River?” And I said, 
“Yes, I sure do.” He said, “Do you realize that on that log there’s 10,000 
ants? And every one of them thinks they’re steering it!” That’s my impres- 
sion of Washington, D.C. After reading the press, it could also be equated 
to other areas in our country as well; it doesn’t just pertain to Washington. 


I’ve never seen so many important people in my life. Doors are banging, 
phones are ringing and pretty soon you start figuring out the systems and 
you fall into step with that. And that’s what we want to do. 


It may be ironic, but as we celebrate our centennial year here in the State 
of Montana, we are celebrating the bicentennial of the Congress. I would 
like for you to go with me a couple of minutes back in the 200 year history 
of this country. Right now we have an administration in place; we have 
rules that we operate with both in the House of Representatives and in the 
United States Senate, with everything laid out. When you go there, you 
start putting your staff together and you start getting into the issues and 
learning the process of legislation. Please go with me back 200 years when 
the 1st Congress met on May 4, 1789. There were 26 Senators and 59 Con- 
gressmen elected to that first Congress. When they met on that day in the 
Federalist Building in New York City, there wasn’t even a President yet. 
He had been elected, but he had not been sworn in. There was no adminis- 
tration; there were no clerks or committees; no rules of the body had been 
written . . . by the way they didn’t get a quorum until April 1st. Washing- 
ton didn’t get there until that time and then was sworn in. 


The only thing that they had was one little piece of paper. It was called 
the Constitution of the United States of America. A brand new idea. A new 
way of directing the affairs of a country with no ground rules. If it’s 
awesome for me as a freshman Senator to walk on the floor of the most 
august group of people there is in the world, think what it must have been 
back then. There’s only been 1100 Senators in the 200 year history of that 
body. 


Once they had the first quorum on April lst, you know what the first 
debate was? Congressional pay. Two hundred years and things haven’t 
changed a bit. We walked right into it again. But the work there is 
wonderful. And it’s great to represent this great state. 


I want to bring you up to date on where I am and the committees I serve 
on and I want you to be aware so you can use us and our staff and because 
we think they’re important assignments. We think we’re important for 
Montana. The bread and butter committee of the United States Senate is 
the Commerce Committee. Commerce, Sciences and Transportation has the 
broadest responsibilities of any committee in the United States Congress. 
NASA, research and development in the sciences, all forms of communica- 
tions including radio, television, telephone, FCC and so forth, and trans- 
portation, both surface, air and pipeline are handled by this bread and 
butter committee. 


The second committee is Energy and Natural Resources. A footnote here 
is that this is a natural. Montana is a land of public lands and natural 
resources. I serve on several subcommittees you might be interested in. I’m 
on the Commerce Committee, Foreign Commerce and Tourism, Ground 
Transportation and Communications. I’m on Energy Research and Devel- 
opment which is very important to us. I’ll talk about that in a little bit. 
Public Lands of which the government owns more of Montana than we do. 
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I’m ranking on Water and Power. Because we are a state of small busi- 
nesses, mom and pop shops if you will, I serve on the Small Business Com- 
mittee that has responsibility to the Small Business Administration, Rural 
Development and Urban and Minority Businesses for our Native 
Americans. 


There’s enough work to do right there, but the other day I was put on 
another committee and it will be baptism by fire. We heard for the first 
time an impeachment proceeding. We are impeaching a federal judge from 
south Florida who conspired with some other folks who have already gone 
to jail for a bribe in a drug case in south Florida. Senator Kerrey from 
Nebraska and myself are the only ones who are not lawyers. As you know 
the House of Representatives impeaches but the Senate must try him. 
After we heard the judge and his attorney before the Senate we went into 
Executive Session. We closed the doors and turned the microphones off 
and everyone must leave the gallery and began to debate whether we should 
proceed with this or not. We decided to proceed. After that we formed a 
12 man committee to hear the evidence and recommend back to the United 
States Senate the action that has to be taken. When they read off my name 
I got a little shaken. I went down to the majority leader, Senator Mitchell 
of Maine, and told him I wasn’t an attorney and was so green I wouldn’t 
burn and said I wasn’t sure if I should be serving on this panel. He told 
me that because I was so green and wasn’t an attorney was the very reason 
I was on the panel. He was a judge before he became a Senator. He told 
me I’d be sick of lawyers before I was done. I told him I didn’t think it 
would take that long! I was trying to get off of this thing because it’s going 
to take twelve weeks. By the way we’re operating in a city where there’s 
one lawyer for every twenty people. That’s a little heavy. 


I told him that I didn’t think I’d have time for this, but he said it didn’t 
make any difference, we want you to serve on it and we think you'll serve 
rather well and we’re proud of you. I went to the Minority Leader, Senator 
Dole, and made the same plea which fell on the same deaf ear. Finally I 
turned around to the Majority Leader and said, “I think he’s guilty.” He 
said, ““That’s not gonna work either.” 


I was born in a family that voted a straight Democratic ticket down in 
northwest Missouri. If there is one thing that makes this event so impor- 
tant, it’s my folks, and God granted them long enough life that they could 
see something like this happen. Dad is 83 and Mom is 80 and I wanted 
them to come back to Washington for the swearing in. I called them and 
told them to drive to Kansas City and in an hour and a half you’re in 
Washington, D.C. It will be a wonderful event. Dad said, ‘““What do you 
mean fly?” I said that I thought they should fly since it was winter time. 
He asked me, ‘What do you think I bought this car for?” So they drove 
back. It was a dynamite thing. It was a thing of great pride for me because 
I think that everyone of us in our families mean the most to us of anything 
that we do in our lives. It goes into our thoughts whenever you talk about 
legislation and things that we do that tears at the family fabric. 


After the swearing in they take you to another room where they take some 
photographs. My mom is still very active in the Democratic party. My dad 
still thinks that Harry Truman was the Lord and when you die you go to 
Independence. They live in Missouri on 180 acres and got us all started and 
they didn’t do bad. Mom served on the State Democratic Committee under 
Governor Warren Hearns. Vice President Bush knew that and he walked 
over to my mom and said, ‘Mrs. Burns, Conrad tells me that you’re a 
pretty good Democrat in Missouri.” Mom is a little short lady and her 
glasses were down on her nose and she said, “That’s right, Mr. Bush. I 
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didn’t vote for you, but I like you.” Any relationship I had with the White 
House at that time went right out the window! It was a dynamite event as 
far as I was concerned. I have a 13 year old son who was asked by a 
reporter what it meant to his family. He looked up and said, “Dad is going 
to be in the Encyclopedia.” It’s wonderful. 


There are some things coming up that will affect Montana. Legislation has 
got to be addressed. Clean air and acid rain will need to be addressed. We 
are going to have a clean air bill. We are going to have a national energy 
policy if we can formulate one that’s fair. But that will come out of the 
Energy Committee. Montana is going to play a very big role in that for the 
simple reason that here is the possibility of more sales of low sulfur coal. 
The research that is going on in Butte at MHD for so long will be put to 
use and put on line and start getting some rewards for the State of Mon- 
tana. Acid rain is a concern. The ozone is a concern. We are going to play 
a big part in that legislation. We’re going to tell the story of Montana. 


Several other issues . . . the wilderness issue will continue to be with us. 
We got our maps a couple of weeks ago. We’re working on our own side 
of the bill. But the delegation that represents Montana will meet for 
breakfast next Wednesday morning with me. Sometimes it gets a little 
trying, but we work it through. We will sit down and hammer out what is 
right for Montana. 


It was never on the agenda for this state, but it has to be put on the 
agenda as the social and economic impact of individuals and communities 
in those areas that will be most affected, closest to the fire. Those areas 
have to be on the agenda. They are going to be on the agenda; I don’t care 
if it takes us two years to hammer this out. They will have their place on 
the agenda. It is important to those communities and those individuals and 
it’s important to the State of Montana. And it’s important to eastern Mon- 
tana because it will set up and give us some idea on our attitude toward 
public lands. 


I spoke to a group the other day and a young lady told me I was anti- 
wilderness. I told her I wasn’t. I'll tell her what I told Ted Kennedy at a 
party in Georgetown the other night. He told me that they were worried 
about the wilderness bill because he had legislation too. He asked me what 
my attitude about it was. I told him that we have seven or eight spots that 
we need more wilderness, four of them are in Massachusetts, one in West 
Virginia, two in Texas and one in Iowa. That’s what I told this young lady 
and she asked me where in Iowa I was talking about. I told her everything 
east of Des Moines, south of Minnesota, north of Missouri, clear to the 
Mississippi River. She told me she lived in Cedar Rapids. I asked her how 
it felt to be able to drive to Moline and pack into Cedar Rapids. When it 
happens in their backyard it tells a different story; but that’s what we have 
to do and that’s the only way I know to relay that to the people who are 
concerned about public lands. 


We don’t have to read the newspapers or watch our television shows to do 
what we were elected to do. Our goals are the same as they were last 
November . . . to deal with a bloated national deficit and trade deficit. To 
deal with the bloated cost of federal government operations and watch the 
infringements upon state’s rights. And the old war on drugs is renewed. 
You probably saw that Wednesday on television. We are going to take the 
profit out of these drugs, but it will take new law enforcement and a new 
thrust and new energies and ideas. We’re going to take that bank in 
Atlanta. We’re going to take the profit out of the white blizzard that is a 
cancer upon our young people. We’re going to do it because we’re going to 
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take the money away from them. This will get their attention. Dick 
Thornburg, the Attorney General, is doing this very thing. He has sessions 
with the FBI, Mr. Bennett and Treasury and DEA and states they will not 
allow any more turf wars. They are going to get it done. The attitude is 
great and welcomed. 


We need to position Montana to go into the twentieth century. We’re 
seeing the end of the industrial age. We’re moving into the information age. 
Exciting things are happening in technology, fiber optic networks, and high 
definition television. Where does it lead? It will result in pressures on com- 
munication systems. I tell the young people of this country to prepare 
themselves because right now we’re like two trains traveling down parallel 
tracks that are going the same speed. But you better get over on this train 
right here because it’s powered by a different engine. And when that thing 
starts to move out it will move awfully fast. It will take as many people 
as possible. The jobs will be plentiful. They may dress a little different and 
their vernacular will be different but we’re going to move into the informa- 
tion age. It’s going to be exciting, but it’s going to be rapid. We must pre- 
pare our younger generation to take part in that great technology explosion. 
It’s happening right before our eyes. 


This is all up to us. It’s up to us who are elected to represent their commu- 
nities in taking political courage. We need to make the hard decisions, to 
make the hard vote. Knowing that sometimes that vote won’t be the most 
popular vote but it is the right vote. That’s why we were elected. Now is 
the time we roll up our sleeves and we look at things for the State of Mon- 
tana instead of our own little world. We must do what is best for this land 
and the United States of America. 


We who stand in this room are but a chain that pulls this state. The bad 
part of it is that we are only as strong as the weakest link. You are great 
people. You have a great calling. On you our future lies, along with our 
future generation. We are now at a place where we have great moments of 
decisions. 


God bless you and thank you for having Conrad Burns here today. Thank 
you very much. 


The enthusiastic crowd gave him a standing ovation, and the escort com- 
mittee accompanied him from the chamber.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the State of Montana, I hereby make the attached amend- 
atory veto to House Bill 569, “AN ACT TO GENERALLY REVISE THE 
LAWS RELATING TO SCHOOL DISTRICT PUPIL-INSTRUCTION- 
RELATED DAYS AND INSTRUCTIONAL AND PROFESSIONAL 
DEVELOPMENT FOR TEACHERS; AMENDING SECTIONS 20-1-304 
AND 20-4-304, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE.” This 
amendatory veto is made for the following reasons. 


Several school districts throughout Montana have set the school calendar 
for the next school year. Pupil instruction related days in many instances 
have also been agreed upon through the collective bargaining process. Plac- 
ing an effective date of July 1, 1989, on these districts that have previously 
set their PIR day schedule will create unnecessary confusion and possible 
conflict with bargained agreements. 
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My amendment would delay the effective date of House Bill 569 for one 
year so as to provide the necessary time to establish a PIR day calendar 
consistent with the intent of the legislation and still recognize the calendar 
already set. 


I urge your concurrence with this amendment.

OF HEALTH AND HUMAN SERVICES FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
ESTABLISHING A DEMONSTRATION PROGRAM TO TEST A 
POLICY THAT WOULD ALLOW RECIPIENTS OF THE AID TO FAM- 
ILIES WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN-UNEMPLOYED PARENT 
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PROGRAM TO WORK MORE THAN 100 HOURS IN A MONTH AND 
STILL RETAIN ELIGIBILITY FOR PUBLIC ASSISTANCE; AND PRO-

made for the following reasons. 


The Family Support Act of 1988, Section 503, provides for eight waivers 
in the United States for the purpose of conducting demonstration projects 
to eliminate the 100 hour rule. It has been the experience of other states 
in pursuing these limited waivers that they can be administratively very 
expensive. The costs include the extensive staff time in preparing the 
waiver, travel to defend the waiver proposal, costs in retraining eligible 
staff once the waiver is in place and a potential increase in errors from 
changed policy. In light of the fact that only eight states will be selected 
for this waiver, | am asking for the mandatory language to be changed to 
“may” in order to allow SRS staff to further analyze the likelihood of Mon- 
tana being selected as a waiver state once the selection rules are estab- 
lished. 


In addition, I would want the Director of the Department of Social and 
Rehabilitation Services to assess whether applying for the waiver would 
divert necessary staff time from the successful implementation of the 
Teams Computer Project, for example. Such projects place work pressures 
on existing staff during the implementation phase. I do not want to jeop- 
ardize the approximately 85% federal funding for this project while pur- 
suing a waiver we might not receive. I urge your concurrence with this 
amendment.

Dear President Galt and Speaker Vincent: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the State of Montana, I hereby make the attached amend- 
atory veto to House Bill 595, “AN ACT REQUIRING THE 
DEPARTMENT OF HIGHWAYS TO ERECT AND THE MONTANA 
HISTORICAL SOCIETY TO FUND AND DESIGN INDIAN HISTORI- 
CAL MARKERS ALONG PRIMARY AND INTERSTATE HIGHWAYS; 
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AND REQUIRING THE DEPARFMENT HISTORICAL SOCIETY TO 
CONSULT WITH INDIAN TRIBAL GOVERNMENTS IN MONTANA 
FO ON THE DESIGN AND GENERAL LOCATION OF THE MARK- 
ERS AND—DESIGNATE—-FHE-LOCAFIONS;, AND PROVIDING A 
TERMINATION DATE.” This amendatory veto is made for the following 
reasons. 


House Bill 595 as presented creates a problem for the Department of High- 
ways in its responsibility to erect a proposed sign in an appropriate loca- 
tion. The bill is not sufficiently clear as to who has ultimate 
decision-making on the location of the sign. Serious highway tort liability 
and expense may result regarding the location of highway signs. 


Also the fiscal note indicates that we assume the historical marker will be 
placed where there are existing road turnouts. If a road turnout does not 
exist, it is projected that an additional $13,000-$20,000 will be spent per 
turnout to properly construct and place the sign. 


My amendment will clearly leave the final decision of the exact location of 
highway signs with the Department of Highways. This is a consistent and 
necessary requirement. 


It appears that the language “The Department shall determine the exact 
location of each marker” was incorrectly deleted through the legislative pro- 
cess. Whether the language was inadvertently deleted, I consider it neces- 
sary. 


I urge your concurrence in this amendment.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR

Dear President Galt and Speaker Vincent: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the State of Montana, I hereby veto the adoption of House 
Bill 616, “AN ACT TO ALLOW THE BOARD OF HAIL INSURANCE 
TO INCREASE THE AMOUNT OF COVERAGE FOR CROPS 
INSURED UNDER THE STATE HAIL INSURANCE PROGRAM; 
AMENDING SECTIONS 80-2-208 AND 80-2-244, MCA; AND PROVID- 
ING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE.” for the following reasons. 


House Bill 616 has been controversial during the course of legislative hear- 
ings. The bill raises the limits on hail insurance sold by the State Hail 
Board from $24 per acre to $28 per acre on dryland farms and from $48 
per acre to $52 per acre on irrigated lands. 


The State Hail Board is an example of government competing in the pri- 
vate market. The state hail program has grown from a 12% share of the 
total market in 1976 to over 32% of the market share in 1988. During this 
time, eight private insurance companies have left our state because they 
cannot compete with government. To further the government’s insurance 
market, we will continue to see insurance companies exiting our state. 
Information provided to me indicates that there are 22 private companies 
employing over 600 independent agents in Montana’s rural communities. 
Increased government will mean less agents, less private market employ- 
ment, and further erosion of our tax base. 


The less free market insurance companies, the greater the reliance on gov- 
ernment insurance. This trend cannot continue. 


By vetoing this bill, the State Hail Board and our government’s continued 
participation in providing insurance of this nature will continue and will be 
available to Montana farmers. It will also assure the continued availability 
of hail crop insurance from the private insurance companies as well.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


The Honorable Jack Galt April 11, 1989

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Dear President Galt and Speaker Vincent: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the State of Montana, I hereby make the amendatory 
veto to House Bill 432, “AN ACT TO CLARIFY THAT A SCHOOL DIS- 
TRICT IS AUTHORIZED TO IDENTIFY AND SERVE GIFTED AND 
TALENTED CHILDREN IN COMPLIANCE WITH SCHOOL ACCRED- 
ITATION STANDARDS ADOPTED BY THE BOARD OF PUBLIC 
EDUCATION; AND AMENDING SECTION 20-7-902, MCA.” This 
amendatory veto is made for the following reasons. 


Presently, Section 20-7-902, MCA, allows a school district the opportunity 
to identify gifted and talented children and to devise programs to serve the 
needs of those children. This is a local control issue. Boards of trustees 
now have the necessary discretion to adopt these new programs within the 
limits of their budget. 


House Bill 432, in its present form, erodes local community control of 
school district programs and centralizes decision-making to the state gov- 
ernment without legislative participation. Passage of House Bill 432 would 
require that if a school district adopted a gifted and talented program, it 
would have to meet standards set down by the Board of Public Education. 
If the district was not able to conform to those standards, the district 
would have no choice but to discontinue the program. Further, accredita- 
tion standards have serious financial statewide implications. Resolution of 
the cost and payment of education must remain with the elected repre- 
sentatives in the Montana Legislature and this Governor. See Article X, 
Sec. 1, Montana Constitution. 


Article, Section 8 of the Montana Constitution recognizes that the author- 
ity to govern and supervise schools rests with the board of trustees. A com- 
pelling public policy interest has not been demonstrated to me to shift 
control of these programs from the local school board to the State Board 
of Public Education without legislative participation. 


Further, in light of the recent school equalization decision in Helena Ele- 
mentary School District Number One, et al. v. State of Montana, et al., 
fundamental concerns are raised regarding the ability of the state to pay 
for any new mandated programs. 


As a result of this case, accreditation standards have been linked to state 
financial responsibility. As you are so painfully aware, education costs that 
have been shifted to the state, and thus to Montana taxpayers are burden- 
some and complex. I cannot permit a potential establishment of new pro- 
grams and additional costs to be imposed on the state in light of the 
financial burdens our state now faces in appropriately funding the educa- 
tion programs we now have without your full participation. 


My amendatory veto will allow gifted and talented programs to continue in 
our state’s public educational system and maintain local school board con- 
trol. It will also reconfirm the legislature’s vital role in setting forth budget 
priorities and expenditures. 


I urge your concurrence in this amendment.

REQUIRING ISSUANCE OF NEW NUMBER PLATES IN 4994 1995; 
PROVIDING A FEE FOR ISSUANCE OF NEW NUMBER PLATES; 
EXTENDING UNTIL JULY 1, 1996, THE VALIDITY OF COMMEMO.- 
RATIVE CENTENNIAL LICENSE PLATES; AMENDING SECTIONS 
2-89-302, 61-3-321, AND 61-3-332, MCA, AND SECTION 5, CHAPTER 
674, LAWS OF 1985; PROVIDING AN APPROPRIATION; AND PRO- 
VIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE, AND AN APPLICABIL- 
ITY DATE, AND A TERMINATION DATE.” This amendatory veto is 
made for the following reasons.

AN EFFECTIVE DATE.” This amendatory veto is made for the following 
reasons. 


The current statutes requiring immunization of school children (Title 20, 
chapter 5, part 4, MCA), include, in Section 20-5-405, MCA, a provision 
that gives both local health officers and the Montana Department of 
Health and Environmental Sciences the authority to exclude an 
immunization-exempt student from school for the period during which 
she/he either has or is in danger of being exposed to a disease against 
which she/he is not immunized. House Bill 364, which amends the above 
immunization statutes, inadvertently shifts that authority from the State 
Department of Health and Environmental Sciences to local health depart- 
ments, authority that local health departments in effect already have since 
local health officers head local health departments. 


The technical error is a result of an attempt to improve and clarify the def- 
inition of “local health officer or department” in Section 20-5-402, MCA, 
[Section 1 of HB 364] by separately defining “local health department” 
and “local health officer” instead of combining them together in the same 
definition. Section 20-5-405, MCA, [Section 4 of HB 364] contained a 
phrase — “local health officer or the department” (emphasis added) — 
which was almost identical to the phrase in the definitions that was being 
amended, so the drafter inserted “local health” in front of “department” in 
a mistaken attempt to conform the phrase to the editing amendments to 
the definitions. This technical flaw was overlooked through the legislative 
process. “The” department, however, refers to the Department of Health 
and Environmental Sciences, which should continue to have the authority 
to take the emergency action described above. 


Therefore, I respectfully request that the Legislature rectify the error by 
adopting my proposed amendment.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the State of Montana, I hereby veto the adoption of 
House Bill 370, “AN ACT INCREASING THE AMOUNT AUTHORIZED 
FOR MEAL REIMBURSEMENT FOR STATE EMPLOYEES AND 
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CERTAIN OFFICIALS ENGAGED IN STATE BUSINESS WHILE 
AWAY FROM THEIR DESIGNATED HEADQUARTERS BUT WITHIN 
THE STATE; AND AMENDING SECTION 2-18-501, MCA.” for the fol- 


lowing reasons. 


House Bill 370 increases meal reimbursements for in-state meals for State 
employees, elected officials and members of boards, commissions, etc. The 
projected fiscal impact of additional spending increases the cost to State 
government by approximately $300,000 each year of the coming biennium. 


I do not exercise this veto lightly and realize that costs of meals for 
employees require consideration. However, the present fiscal condition of 
our state and my responsibilities to contain the growth of government 
spending requires that I must veto legislation that does not demonstrate a 
compelling state or public policy interest for additional costs.

Helena, Montana Senate Chambers

He is now a fifth year student at the U of M majoring in zoology, 
chemistry, and pre-med. At Oxford he will study physiology and hopes to 
be accepted at Stanford Medical School on his return. After addressing the 
assembly, the sergeant at arms escorted him from the chamber.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the State of Montana, I hereby make the attached amend- 
atory veto to Senate Bill 215, “THE “EMPLOYEE OWNERSHIP 
OPPORTUNITY ACT”; EXTENDING BUSINESS ASSISTANCE PRO- 
GRAMS TO EMPLOYEE-OWNED ENTERPRISES; EXEMPTING 
SECURITIES OF EMPLOYEE-OWNED ENTERPRISES FROM 
SECURITIES REGISTRATION; AND AMENDING SECTION 30-46-404 
30-10-105, MCA; AND-PROVIDING AN BFFEGFTIVE DATE; AND PRO- 
VIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE.” This amendatory veto is 
made for the following reasons. 


The definition of employee ownership originally given in Senate Bill 215 
included both employee cooperative corporations and ESOP corporations 
which meet several requirements insuring that’the enterprise is majority 
employee owned and employee controlled. As amended by the Senate only 
corporations with ESOP plans are now included in the definition. 


Many forms of employee-owned enterprise are possible without an ESOP, 
including cooperatives in which all employees own one share and only 
employees own shares; as well as conventional corporations in which most 
stock is owned by people working in the company, with or without an 
ESOP benefit plan. Striking the provision requiring an ESOP plan provides 
a more adequate and appropriately broad definition. 


Note that no special privileges or benefits are provided to employee-owned 
enterprise by the bill; the definition is given for the sake of legal clarity and 
future legislative reference only. No purpose or intent of the bill is served 
by restricting the definition solely to companies having formal Employee 
Stock Ownership Plans. 


I urge your concurrence in these amendments.

INSURANCE FUND THROUGH THE ISSUANCE AND SALE OF 
BONDS AND NOTES; AND AMENDING SECTION 39-71-403, MCA: 
AND—PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE-DATE, AND PRO- 
VIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE.” for the following 
reasons. 


The Association of Counties (MACO) and the League of Cities and Towns 
(MMIA) are currently the only public corporation or groups of public cor- 
porations which self-insure their workers’ compensation liabilities under 
Part 21 of the Workers’ Compensation Act (Title 39, Chapter 71). One of 
the requirements of a self insurance program under the Act is that it gives 
security to assure payment of its liabilities. This is usually in the form of 
a surety bond, cash deposit, or government securities. 


The MMIA program has had an unfunded liability of about $760,000 and 
has given the Division a security deposit of $400,000. The MMIA program 
has also initiated plans to reduce their unfunded liability. The MACO pro- 
gram has an unfunded liability, as of August 30, 1988, of about $1.2 million. 


The bill, as presented, has the effect of exempting the public corporations 
from all state monitoring and regulation even if they issue bonds or notes 
for a minimal amount which cannot reasonably meet their liabilities. The 
unfunded liabilities in both programs demonstrate the need for some regu- 
lation to assure that the self-insurers do not sink into insolvency and 
become unable to meet their liabilities. 


I urge your concurrence in these amendments.

By this amendatory veto, increased government spending is denied but at 
the same time the Committee on Indian Affairs may continue to meet and 
promote the interests of the state.

House Bill 373, if enacted, would permit reimbursement for legislators 
traveling to and from their residences by an additional two trips. The pro- 
jected additional cost of these trips and the fiscal impact amounts to 
approximately $54,000. The legislation is also retroactive to the present 
legislative session. 


I am very much aware of the personal sacrifices required of all elected offi- 
cials that serve state and local governments. My experience, both as a legis- 
lator and as Governor, reminds us about this dilemma. Recently, I vetoed 
a bill that would increase reimbursed meals for employee in-state travel 
because of the state’s continued financial condition. I exercise this veto, 
again with considerable thought and concern about its effect on appropriate 
representation in Helena of your constituents. 


I am, however, also daily aware of the fiscal constraints that face our state, 
lack of long-term revenue solutions and projected increased government 
spending. I cannot permit increased government spending without a com- 
pelling public interest to do so.

for the following reasons. 


To further expand, the individual income tax checkoff for fund raising 
activity of organizations as an alternative to the legislative appropriations 
process is not wise. The result extends the length of an already complex 
tax return form and creates additional taxpayer frustrations at income tax 
time. The State’s tendency to expand tax alternatives must be curtailed. 


Further, although there is partial recovery for administrative expenses 
incurred by the Department of Revenue as amended, there is no assurance 
of adequate spending authority to cover the cost of administering the pro- 
gram. Also, only taxpayers who receive a refund are eligible to contribute 
to the program. These problems reduce the yield of the checkoff and then 
require the Department and the general fund to subsidize the operation of 
the program. 


I realize that there are numerous worthy programs that would seek an 
opportunity for further tax checkoff privileges. However, a compelling 
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public policy interest has not been demonstrated to me to allow further 
governmental expansion in non-profit private organizations.

MEMORIAL TO SENATOR EDWARD T. DUSSAULT

WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
Senate of the Fifty-first Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana 
record the passing of Edward T. Dussault, on December 30, 1987, in Mis- 
soula, Montana. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding record and accom- 
plishments of the late Senator Dussault be filed on the official records of 
this Assembly and the following facts relative to his career are hereby 
noted: 


Senator Edward T. Dussault was born in Missoula on January 2, 1911. He 
graduated from Loyola High School in 1928. In 1934 he received his law 
degree from the University of Montana. Four years later he married the 
former June Myers of Corvallis. They had six daughters, Denise Dussault, 
Edine Loran, Ann Mary Dussault, Suzette Dussault, Jeannne Dusssault and 
Adrienne Dussault. Senator Dussault served as a Navy lieutenant during 
World War Two. 


Senator Dussault served Montana and Missoula County for nearly 50 years. 
He was involved in private law practice and the family owned two busi- 
nesses in Missoula. He, with his brother, also operated a dairy farm. His 
public service career started in 1935 when he became Missoula County 
Public Administrator. From that time, he served in various public capaci- 
ties including; County Attorney, County Airport Commission, State Senator 
and District Judge. 


Other community services that Senator Dussault was involved in are: state, 
local and national Bar Associations, University of Montana Alumni, The 
Elks, Eagles, Knights of Columbus, Phi Delta Phi, Exchange Club, VFW, 
American Legion, St. Patrick Hospital Advisory Board, and the Chamber 
of Commerce. He was named KGVO citizen of the year in 1966 and 
Knights of Columbus citizen of the following year. In 1960 he was a dele- 
gate to the Democratic National Convention that nominated JFK.

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In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the State of Montana, I hereby make the attached amend- 
atory veto to Senate Bill 105, “AN ACT REQUIRING THE 
DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE TO PROVIDE TO THE DIRECTOR OF 
THE SELECTIVE SERVICE SYSTEM LISTS OF DRIVER’S LICENSE 
HOLDERS WHO WERE BORN IN SPECIFIED YEARS; AND AMEND- 
ING SECTION 2-6-109, MCA.” This amendatory veto is made for the fol- 
lowing reasons. 


Senate Bill 105 is designed to allow the Department of Justice to release 
to the Selective Service System a list of persons born in specified years 
who are holders of Montana driver’s licenses for the exclusive purpose of 
assuring compliance with the military draft registration requirements of the 
federal government. 


As originally drafted, this bill included the language “The Department may 
not provide the social security numbers of persons on the list.” This lan- 
guage was straightforward and prohibited the release of a person’s Social 
Security number to the Selective Service System only. 


The House amended this language to prohibit the release of such a person’s 
Social Security or driver’s license number “for any purpose.” The driver’s 
license number was apparently added because the Department of Justice 
uses a person’s Social Security number as the driver’s license number 
unless the driver does not want the Social Security number used for that 
purpose, in which case another random number is assigned. 


This minor amendment is of great concern to the Department, because it 
allows an argument that such person’s Social Security number or driver’s 
license number may not be released to anyone for any purpose. The lan- 
guage can be viewed as a prohibition on the release of those numbers to 
anyone for any purpose. 


As the Selective Service System does not care whether it gets a Social 
Security number or driver’s license number from the Department, the orig- 
inal language was acceptable with the Department and with the Selective 
Service System. However, the Department (as well as the insurance indus- 
try) is greatly concerned with any limitation on the release of a driver’s 
license number (which may or may not be the Social Security number, at 
the discretion of the driver). 


The Department receives approximately 350,000 requests for driver’s record 
checks each year. The majority of these requests for driver’s records come 
from insurance companies who are obtaining the records for the purpose of 
establishing rates for their clients. A sizable percentage of the requests also 
come from law enforcement agencies involved with the general regulation 
of drivers and driving behavior. Because the driver’s license number is one 
of the principle identifiers in the driver licensing system, any prohibition 
on its release will make it more difficult for those entities requesting 
records to verify if, in fact, the record they have before them is the appro- 
priate one. 


It will also be difficult for the Department to administer the release of driv- 
ing records if it must keep track of all those individuals whose names have 
been turned over to the Selective Service System and then treat the release 
of those records in a different manner than the release of a record for an 
individual whose name has not been given to the Selective Service System. 


My amendment would make it clear that the prohibition on release of the 
driver’s license number applies only to the Selective Service System. It is 
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my understanding that Department of Justice personnel have spoken with 
all ten co-sponsors of Senate Bill 105. They concur as to the language of 
the proposed amendment. 


I urge your concurrence in this amendment as well.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the State of Montana, I hereby make the attached amend- 
atory veto to Senate Bill 303, “AN ACT REQUIRING LICENSURE OF 
ESCROW BUSINESSES BY THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE; 
REGULATING ESCROW BUSINESSES; PROVIDING FOR FEES AND 
PENALTIES.” This amendatory veto is made for the following reasons. 


As introduced, Senate Bill 303 provided for licensure and regulation of 
escrow agents. As amended, the bill now provides for licensure and regula- 
tion of escrow businesses. However, through legislative inadvertence, one 
reference to escrow “agent” was not amended to read escrow “business”. 


My first technical amendment is needed to provide consistency throughout 
the bill. It strikes the one remaining reference to “agent” and replaces it 
with a reference to ‘“‘business”. 


Senate Bill 303 originally provided, at Section 12(2)(c), that escrow instruc- 
tions could be amended only by written agreement “of all parties” to the 
underlying escrow agreement. The legislature, however, concluded that if 
the original parties to the agreement have assigned their interests therein, 
it would be inappropriate to require their, rather than their assignees’, con- 
sent to modifications of the escrow instructions. Consequently, the phrase 
“of all parties” was deleted from line 6, page 13, of the bill (amended refer- 
ence copy). This deletion however, inadvertently resulted in confusion as to 
exactly how escrow instructions may be altered. 


My second and third proposed amendments will clearly state the legisla- 
ture’s intention with regard to this matter. 
The sponsor concurs with these amendments. I urge your concurrence as 
well.

GUIDELINES TO ESTABLISH A MINIMUM SUPPORT LEVEL; TO 
REQUIRE PATERNITY CHILD SUPPORT ORDERS TO INCLUDE A 
PROVISION COVERING HEALTH INSURANCE IN CERTAIN CASES; 
TO PROVIDE FOR CHILD SUPPORT COLLECTION THROUGH 
AUTOMATIC INCOME WITHHOLDING; TO GRANT THE DEPART- 
MENT OF REVENUE THE AUTHORITY TO CHARGE FEES IN 
CASES IN WHICH AN OBLIGOR’S FAILURE OR REFUSAL TO PAY

My amendments to Senate Bill 129 complete the statutory transfer of the 
Child Support Enforcement Bureau from the Department of Revenue to 
the Department of Social and Rehabilitation Services. This transfer is 
effective July 1, 1989. 


The amendments proposed were prepared by the Legislative Council’s 
office. They have been reviewed by the Departments of Revenue and Social 
and Rehabilitation Services. House Bill 100 as presented to the Governor 
provides for the appropriations transfer from Revenue to Social and Reha- 
bilitation Services. 
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With the adoption of these amendments, the location and responsibilities 
of the Child Support Enforcement Bureau will transfer to Social and Reha- 
bilitation Services where it is both administratively and fiscally consistent 
to do so. 


The sponsor of Senate Bill 129 concurs in these amendments. I urge your 
concurrence as well.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


The Honorable Jack Galt April 20, 1989

Dear President Galt and Speaker Vincent: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the State of Montana, I hereby make the amendatory 
veto to House Bill 100, “THE GENERAL APPROPRIATIONS ACT OF 
1989 FOR THE APPROPRIATION OF MONEY TO VARIOUS STATE 
AGENCIES FOR THE BIENNIUM ENDING JUNE 30, 1991.” This 
amendatory veto is made for the following reasons. 


The people of our state want essential services but control on growth of 
government spending. I have previously signed legislation providing for tax 
credits for the care of the elderly as an incentive to maintain our most 
senior citizens in their homes. I have signed legislation that permits the 
Board of Housing to develop alternative loan packages to all fixed-low- 
income seniors to remain in their homes. I have attempted to identify 
those ore where the level of services provided would not be significantly 
affected. 


House Bill 100, in its present form, demonstrates the inability to curtail 
the growth of government spending for state government. Significant time 
and effort has been devoted to the workings by the legislature during these 
88 days. My amendments take into account this legislative effort and I 
trust the legislature recognizes the very limited time made available to the 
Governor in evaluating HB 100 and subsequently offering amendments. 


My amendments start first with the Governor’s Office. My proposed 
amendment is the second reduction of air transportation service for the 
Governor after the revelation of engine defects in the airplane. 


My amendments also reduce government spending in human service areas, 
medical provider reimbursements, institutions, coal board allocations and 
other areas. 


The people of this state want and deserve all possible cost saving measures. 
They want and deserve limited growth of government spending. They want 
the legislative representatives to make the hard choices presented and by 
these amendments extend that desire. But, state government is not excused 
from poor fiscal times and the Montana taxpayer cannot ignore what we 
do here. 


We still face a considerable task toward the Montana Supreme Court order 
of school funding equalization. We cannot simply permit “business as 
usual” in state government appropriations when the other major funding 
issue is not resolved and substantial changes in our state’s method of doing 
business is not altered. 


The Governor’s amendatory veto affects many different programs. The one 
common denominator is that this veto is, in the most part, aimed at 
reducing increases in the budget. Instead of provider increases of 2% and 
3% we are proposing 1% and 2% increases. Instead of beginning the new 
waiver programs July 1, we are recognizing that start-up times can be 
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delayed for one year. We are proposing to reduce the number of new parole 
officers from 5 to 3, the coal board by $1,000,000, and the appropriation 
for the governor’s airplane by $100,000. 


Other reductions for the Deaf and Blind School, respite care, and family 
planning can be made available from elsewhere in the affected agency bud- 
gets to mitigate these reductions. 


The only increase I am proposing is $10,000 for the Legacy Legislature. 
This is a valuable activity for the senior citizens in Montana and deserves 
state assistance. It went through the appropriations process. I vetoed the 
income tax checkoff as complicating our tax form, and as bad tax policy. 


My amendments are presented as follows: 
A. The specific amendment is identified. 


B. The amendments follow the numerical paging and do not necessarily 
reflect any ranking order. 


The net effect of the governor’s amendatory veto of HB 100 is to reduce 
General Fund spending by $5,626,922. I ask your support of these amend- 
ments.

MENT; EXTENDING THE TERMINATION DATE OF THE FREEZE; 
AMENDING SECTION 15-10-412, MCA, AND SECTION 6, CHAPTER 
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654, LAWS OF 1987; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE.” for the 
following reasons. 


Initiative 105 provided direction to the Montana Legislature and this Gov- 
ernor about increased reliance on the property tax increases in our state. 
House Bill 125 erodes that direction of no further property tax increase 
above the 1986 tax base year. 


The economic development levy would become another exception to the 
desires expressed by the people of this state. 


Certainly, economic development efforts, and especially local economic 
development efforts, are a key component of my philosophy for restoring 
growth and vitality of Montana’s economy. But is the need for this specific 
spending authority so compelling that we should weaken I-105 and poten- 
tially increase the tax burden of Montanans? After much thought, I have 
decided it is not. 


I therefore veto House Bill 125.

My veto action on Senate Bill 287 today is done with consideration for the 
needs of community colleges, vocational technical centers and the Montana 
taxpayers. 


Senate Bill 287 is a statewide property tax increase. It is growth in govern- 
ment spending. The people of Montana did not have a vote on this 
increase. This increase is not mandated by a supreme court ruling on public 
school equalization. This property tax increase has no future review or con- 
firmation by the people. 


If Senate Bill 287 became law, a significant shift of taxing responsibility 
would be imposed on the people of the state from a community college and 
vocational technical center community. The origin of “community” colleges 
were just that - colleges founded, operated and funded by the local commu- 
nity. This is an unacceptable expansion of state government and an unnec- 
essary growth in government spending. 


My veto of Senate Bill 287 will not deprive Vo-Techs and community cul- 
leges of required funding. This revenue is already provided in House 
Bill 100, the major appropriations bill.

On April 14, 1989, I vetoed House Bill 444, an income tax checkoff for the 
Legacy Legislature. In that veto message I stated that to further expand 
‘the individual income tax checkoff for fund raising activity as an alterna- 
tive to the legislative appropriations is not wise. The result extends the 
length of an already complex tax return form. It creates additional taxpayer 
frustrations at income tax time. The State’s tendency to expand tax alter- 
natives must be curtailed. 


It is estimated that this income tax checkoff will raise less than $2,000 in 
the biennium. The administrative costs of processing this checkoff could 
potentially cost more than $18,000. This is a bad tax policy. This is an 
example of growth in government spending without a demonstrated benefit. 


I realize again that there are numerous worthy programs that would seek 
an opportunity for further tax checkoff privileges. However, a compelling 
public policy interest has not been demonstrated to me to allow further 
governmental expansion in this money raising procedure. The search and 
rescue operations will maintain the optional funding provided to counties 
as provided in Section 7-32-235, MCA.

Dear Senator Galt and Representative Vincent: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the State of Montana, I hereby veto the adoption of 
Senate Bill 95, “AN ACT TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM IN-STATE 
TRAVEL ALLOWANCE FOR STATE EMPLOYEES; AMENDING 
SECTION 2-18-501, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE.” 
for the following reasons. 


Senate Bill 95 increases the maximum in-state lodging costs for state 
employees from $24 to $27. The bill also increases the meal reimbursement 
for in-state travel by $1.50 per day. 


I have previously vetoed increases in meal reimbursements for state 
employees, see veto message dated April 13, 1989, on House Bill 370. The 
fiscal impact of Senate Bill 95 to the state of Montana is approximately 
$1,016,376 for the fiscal years 1990 and 1991. 


I have once again given full consideration of my actions taken here. I 
recognize that our employees may be required to travel less and secure 
lodging in economy motels. Our present state fiscal condition requires that 
growth in government spending be curtailed wherever possible and without 
affecting the essential services provided to the citizens of this state. An 
additional one million dollar fiscal impact on Montana taxpayers at this 
time without a compelling reason to do so is not in the best interest of 
Montana’s taxpayers. 


I veto Senate Bill 95.
